Ten persons were injured, one of them seri- 
ously, at Hawthorne last evening in an I)}i- 
nois Central railway wreck that was due to 
a series of unusua) mishaps. a 

East bound passenger train No. 6, running 
from Fort Dodge, Ia., on the Freeport divi- 
sion of the road and due in Chicago at 6:20 
o’clock, crashed into a freight train. 

The collision occurred near the Hawthorne 
station, just west of Fifty-second avenue, at 
6:30. Rounding a curve, the passenger train 
dashed through an open switch and into the 
caboose of the freight train waiting on the 
siding. : 


FPlagman Falls from Cabcose. 

A freight train flagman had been jerked off 
the caboose of his train three miles west of 
the scene of the wreck. 

He was not on hand to look after the switch. 
After he had walked to Parkway, the first 
station west of Hawthorne, he saw the ap- 
proach of the passenger train, 

The man attempted to flag the passenger 
with a white lantern he carried in his hand, 
but the light was blown out at the first swing 
of his arm and the passenger train rolled by 
to Hawthorne, to dash itself into the rear of 
the waiting freight from which the fagman 
had fallen. 

This is the report of cire ces made 
by the flagmanh, who is C. A, Johnson of Free- 
port. 

The wreck was the third in a day of train 
accidents—several men being killed and a 
number injured in the early morning wreck of 
Lake Shore passenger train No. 1 at Cleve- 
land and thirty-one passengers suffering in- 
juries when the Oriental lim{fted train on the 
Burlington road was overturned at Western 
Springs, Ill., several hours later.

Making Up Lost Time. 

When the collision occurred the passenger 
train was running thirty minutes iate imo 
Chicago. At Parkway, two miles west of 
Hawthorne, the freight train, a combination 
stock and produce freight, No. to, stopped 
for orders. T. J. Reardon, conductor of 
the train, received the orders from the sta- 
tion agent and read them to the engineer, 
Charles Blanchard. Then he ciimpbed into 
the engine cab to ride to Hawthorne with 
Blanchard. . 

The switch was reached and the freight 
train pulled on to the sidings When it had 
stopped Reardon alighted from the engine 
cab and ran back to see that Johnson, the 
flagman, had looked after the closing of the 
switch. But he saw no.hing of Jonnson—he 
being two miles back at Parkway. 

Reardon hurried to see if the switch had 
been closed; but as he started for it the pas- 
senger train rounded the curve in the track 
into the open switch and without warning 
ran into the rear end of the freight train. 


Puts On Brakes and Jumps. 

Reiger, the passenger engineer, when he 
saw what was about to happen, put on the 
emergency brakes and jymped from his en- 
gine. The fireman remained on the tender, 
but he was not hurt, despite tne ract that 
the engine telescop¢d the rear cars or the 
freignt. 4 

Half a dozen freight cars were damaged 
to the extent of $6,000 or $7,000, according to 
supt. Henry Battisfore, superintendent of 
the Chicago division, who went to the scene 
of the wreck in a relief train sent out trom 
Chicago. None of the passenger cars ieft 
the tracks. 4 

Reiger, his face bieeding, crawied on his 
hands and knees along the side of the rali- 
way track until he reached the rear car. 
There he wae seen and he called out weakly 
that he was burt. He was helped into, the 
car, there to await attention. 

gupt. Battisfore said.it was the most 
extraordinary wreck he had@known about in 
thirty years’ experience. 

“ The flagman of the freight train reported 
an unusual experience,” hesaid. ."‘ A sudden 
turoh of the train jerked him off the rear of 
it and he fell to the tracks. When he picked 


away from him fast. He ran to Parkway in 

the hope of catching up, and, falling to do ao, 
tried to flag the passenger, but in vain."’

John A. Wight Has Her and Per- 
ley H. Bishop Arrested. 


VIOLETS CAUSE SUSPICION. 


Husband and Detectives Shadow 
Couple a Long Time.

Scandal involving the families of an Austin 
architect and a Hyde Park lawyer gained 
publicity last night from an arrest engi- 
neered at a Weshington street hotel by @ 
wronged hieband. 

Perley H. Bishop, a lawyer, with offices in 
the Title and Trust building and a residence 


company of Mrs. Gertrude Wight, wife of 
John A. Wight, an architect who lives at 
5517 Ontario street, Austin. 

The couple was traced to the hotel by pri- 
vate detectives employed by Mr. Wight. It 
was the fifth time in the last six weeks that 
the detectives hed followed the lawyer and 
Mre. Wight to a hotel. 

Mr. Wight was notified and he hastened to 
the central station to procure police assist- 
ance in making the arrest. Detectives Mackey 
and Fitzpatrick were sent with the husband 
to the hotel, only a block from the city hall, 
and burst into the room which was occupied 
by Bishop and Mra. Wight. The warrant for 
the arrest read “ a man to be pointed out.” 


Accuses Attorney Bishop. ‘ 

“That's the scoundrel,’ exclaimed Wight, 
pointing at the attorney. ‘' He's the man 
who ruined my home.” 

Mrs. Wight was indignant over the arrest 
of Bishop and spurned her husband when he 
attempted to speak to her. For the old love 
that he bore her Wight offered her a sum of 
money, but she refused to accept it. 

“Tt was only a small amount,” sald Wight. 
“ Just a few dollars to tide her over if she 
were in financial straits. I didn’t like to see 
her suffer.”’ 

Bishop also is married. His wife and two 
children live with him. When a reporter for 
Tur TRIBUND called at the Bishop residence 
in the evening his wife said: _ 

" There must be some terrible mistake, I 
don’t believe that Mr. Bishop was arrested In 
company with any woman. He is a good, 
loyal husband and I trust him implicitly. 
No, he was not here for dinner this evening, 
but he telephoned me that he was detained at 
the office on lega!] business. 


Wife Suggests Another Man. 

“There was a man named Bishop, who used 
to live in Kimbark avénue, and who moved 
to Austin ‘tome time ago. Perhaps he is the 
one who was arrested. I never heard of Mrs. 
Wight, and don’t believe the story.” 

An hour after his arrest Bishop wag re- 
legsed on a bond signed by John Hamilton, 


At midnight a man answering Bishop's 


building where he lives. He denied he was 
Bishop to a reporter. 

Wight, who is about 4 years old, and 
severahyears his wife's senior, became doubt- 
ful of her about six weeks ago. What first 
aroused hig suspicion wes the frequency 
with which she received flower gifts) espe- 
clally violets. In anewer to his inquiries 
whére the flowers came from, Mrs. Wight 
would say that she bought them from her 
“pin money.” a 

“ Now, dearie.” she would aay, « adn'e get 

kagwi 


dealous of the violets. Xow 


and ingtead of spending my pin money for 
candiee and ice cream apda, I buy flowers.” 

“That Mne of talk might go for Caser,” 
said Wight last night, “ but it didn't go with 
me. I had a suspicion there was something 
wrong and I decided to waeich, and also em- 
ploy private detectives. 

“My, but she used to be sweet to me, and 
I was keeping tab on her all the while. I 
got next to where the violets were coming 
from, and also found out they were bought 
by aredhaired man. Iiet matters take their 
own course, but al) the while I was Johnny 
Wiseboy. They thought they were making a 
monkey out of me, and I played the part of 
the old slob just to see how far they would 
go. 
The detectives I had hired followed thém 
to a hotel, but before we could get a warrant 
and serve it they got away. This happened 
two or three times without Bishop or my wife 
learning that they were being shadowed. 

“At first we did not know the identity of 
the man who was running around with my 
wife. Finally be was trailed to his house in 
Woodlawn. When the detectives reported 
to me that,the man was Attorney Bishop I 
was more than surprised. 


Bishop Attorney for Wight. 


“Why, do you know i employed him in 
Some legal matters, and he was the last man 
in the worid who 1 thought would invade 
the sanctity of my home. it must have been 
when he was doing some work for me he be- 
came acquainted with Mrs. Wight. 

“The violets kept coming to the house 
and I kept tab on matters until this after- 
noon when I had everything arranged for 
the d@nouement, as they say in French. At 
2 o'clock Mrs. Wight and I left home together 
and came downtown. She had some Christ- 
mas shopping to do, and I had other business. 

We separated on reaching the shopping 
district, and my private detectives took up 
th® trial. They followed Mrs. Wight to 
Fitzpatrick’s saloon at Waeehington and 
Frankiin streets. 


Bishop Appears on Scene. 


Pretty soon Bishop was seen to enter the 
saloon. After they had a drink or two 
Bishop came out of the saloon and crossed 
Washington street to the north side. He 
walked east to a cheap hotel near Fifth ave- 
nue. Mrs. Wight followed him a few min- 
utes later. : 

“The detectives notified me at my office 
and I hurried over to the Central police sta- 
tion. We found them in a room, and that’s 
ali there was to it.’’ % 

Acquaintances and neighbors of the couple 
in Austin expressed surprise last night when 
they heard of the domestic trouble of the 
Wights. All said they believed. them td be 
amiable toward cactinggot and every one 
spoke in high praise of Mr. Wight and of his 
wife’s youth and beauty.

Her plans did not have altogether smooth 
sailing, for one of her messages was to deny 
that the “‘real stovaine’’ was used in an 
operation to which in the beginning she had 
given her best efforts as a publicity pro- 
moter. 

Neither she nor the doctor explained the 
particular falling out. As for the rival doc- 
tors, their struggle was like that between 
Peary and Cook. 

The dash for publicity was led unquestion- 
ably by Dr. Thomas H. Kelly, who performed 
an operation at 9:30 a. m. at the Woman's 
hospital, 464 East Thirty-eecond street. Dr. 
J. Maxwell Auld. assisted by Dr. Blake- 
Burke of the Royal hospital, Dublin, and 
Guy's, London, came under the wire at 5:30 
p. m. with an operation at the Hye and Ear 
hospital. 

“ Dr. Kelly béat us,” said Dr. Hleke-Burke 
regretfully as he walked away from the Eye 
and Bar hospital. ‘‘ But I dén’t know where 
he got his stovaine,”’ 

At the Woman's hospital in the afternoon 
Dr. Fred M. Doyle said Dr. Auld was nota 
member of the staff and that Dr. Blake- Burke 
was a new name to him. 

The operation at this hospital was a falil- 
ure as far as stovaine was concerned. The 
patient was Mrs. Chadwick Gosgrove of Du- 
buque, Ia, Dr. Doyle said she received three 
full doses of stovaine in her spinal cavity. 


Stovaine Proves Unsuccessful. 

‘She had her eyes bandaged and uidn’t 
know we were going to begin,” said Dr. 
Doyle, * but she cried out and moved, and 
we applied ether without delay. Stovaine 
might work all right om the next ten patients, 
but it didn’t with this one.”’ 

Other operations in which stovaine willl be 
used are scheduled at the Woman's hos- 
pital. 

The operation at the Eye and Ear hos- 
pital also was inconclusive, according to Dr. 
W. A. Fisher, president of the hospital, who 
stood beside the reporter for THE TRIBUNE 
while the patient was being operated on. 

“Why that’s no proof,” exclaimed Dr. 
Fisher, with a shrug. ‘ Anybody could do 
that with cocaine.”’ 

Dr. Blake-Burke was of the opinion that 
the operation was a brilliant success. 

“This is a splendid chance to observe the 
operation of the drug,’”’ he exclaimed. “I 
have never met Dr. Jonnesco myself, but I 
saw him operate in London. I have never | 
used stovaine on a human being, but I have | 
tried it on lots of dogs.”’ 


Tries to Get Patient to Smoke. 

Dr. Burke put the beaker of stovaine to his 
lips to illustrate its harmiessness and then 
tried to get the patient to smoke a cigar just 
to show how comfortable he was. The pa- 
tient disappointed him ip this. 

‘“‘T seldom smoke.”’ he grunted despairingly 
as he gripped the edge of the operating table 
until his knuckles were white. .“‘ I don’t feel 
like smoking just now anyhow. Of course 
I'd be glad to do anything to oblige, and if 
you feel the same toward me you will hurry 
up and get through.”’ om

of his spine.

Cider to Replace Champagne at 
Future Mock Banquets. 


AUSTIN WOMEN IN CRUSADE. 


Presbyterian Members of Organiza- 
tion Enter Objections. 


Champagne has been placed on the tabooed 
list by the Oaks club of Austin. The Austin 
Woman's club objected so strenuously to the 
use of the sparkling beverage at the mock 
banquet on Friday night that the club mem- 
bers have agreed that In the future cold wa- 
ter or sweet cider will be substituted. 

The women were not alone in their objec- 
tions for some of the men who, at the mock 
banquet bravely drank down the champagne 
served to them, say they are opposed to the 
use of alcoholic beverages. Many are mem- 
bers of the Rresbyterian church. It was the 
church members who took the lead in the 
fight against the lifting of the lid in the tem- 
perance town, even though the occasion be 
the mock banquet of the Oaks club. 


Sweet Cider to Be Drink. 

There was much discussion yesterday on 
the temperance question, and in the evening 
the announcement was made that hereafter 
those who participate in the mock banquet 
will be allowed to drink nothing more intoxi- 
cating than sweet cider. 

“I was surprised that champagne should 
be used at such an affair,’ said the Rev. 
Robert H. Beattie, pastor ofthe lirst Pres- 
byterian church of Austin. “ lt was a prece- 
dent that is against the spirit and feeling in 
the community. 1 feel grateful that, after 
protests have been made, the club has seen fit 
to abolish the use of the beverage in its per- 
formance.” 

Church Members Back Pastor. 

The members of the Rev, Mr. Beattie’s 
church wereofthesame opinion as the pastor. 
The Rev. Wilson E. Donaldson, pastor of the 
Fifty-second’ Avenue Presbyterian church, 
similarly expressed himse}]f. E. H. Thomp- 
son, treasurer of the Oaks club, and Harry 
H. Rearden, manager of the Austin office of 
the Chicago Telephone company, both Pres- 
byterians, were among the first to enter pro- 
test against the champagne serving.

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Law Passed Last Spring. 

The law under which suit was brought was 
introduced into the legislature last spring by 
Representative McNicholls. It declares a 
misdemeanor the act of a landlord or his 
agent ip refusing to rent a house or apart-~- 
ment to a family because of children. 

Motions were entered by N. W. MacChes- 
ney, counsel for the defendants, to quash the 
information, he contending the law was un- 
constitutional as interfering with an owner's 
right of contract. 

“If contracts of this kind,” argued the 
court, “ were made by owners of desirable 
dwelling houses, flats, or apartments would 
not the man of large family and small means 
and unable to bulld his own dwelling house 
be seriously hampered in securing a place 
of abode for his family and might it not 
result ultimately in the limitation of propa- 
gation and become a menace to society? 


May Prohibit Dangers to Society. 
“That the right of freedom of contract Is 
a property right of course cannot be disputed, 
but in the exercise of the police power the 
genera) assembly may prohibit all things 
hurtful to the comfort, safety, and welfare 
of society, even though the prohibition in- 
volve the right of liberty or property of an 
individual, 

“Ig not the health, safety, or general wel- 
fare of children Involved, and is not the iInter- 
est of the community involved by children 
under the age of 14 years being discriminated 
against in the matter of their abode, sur- 
roundings, and home?” 

In an interview at his residence, 715 Ash- 
land boulevard, later in the day, Judge Himes 
said he considered the law of great impor- 
tance to society. 


Would Be Serious Thing. 

“If contracts were signed only with ten- 
ants not having little children,”’ he said, 
“it would be of serlous consequences to the 
race. It would leave only hotels and lodging 
houseg open to such as could not build for 
themselves, and life under such conditions 
would be infurious to little ones. I know 
nothing of the merits of this particular case, 
as no evidence has yet been submitted, but 
I hold the law under which it was opened to 
be sound and of great importance,”’ : 

Mrs. Himes’ stand or the question could not 


be mistaken. 

“ Why, just think of a Httle child living in 
a hotel until it becomes 14,”’ s declared. 
“TI can't think of Its being happy. When I 
was a little girl I lived in a house, could run 
all around, and do what I wanted without 
being scolded by anybody—except when I 
was naughty, and that, of course, was not 
often. I just can’t conceive of a boy or girl 
growing up properly without such freedom.”’

East St. Louis, Il., Dec. 18.—[Special.]—A 
negro highwayman shot and killed the motor- 
man and fatally wounded the conductor of 
an Alta Sita street car near Fireworks sta- 
tion, In the southeastern section of the city, 
about 7:15 o’clock tonight. The car bearing 
the bodies of the dead ‘motorman and the 
unconscious conductor ran wild at high 
speed for more than four milesjnto the heart 
of the business district afterthe highway- 
man escaped from it. Many vehicles and 
pedestrians were endangered as the car 
dashed through the city. 

The dying statement of the conductor is 
the only clew to the identity of the murderer 
and a general roundup of negro police char- 
acters is under way. 

The conductor was robbed of his money belt 
and watch. The motorman was not robbed 
and evidently was killed while coming to the 
assistance of the conductor, 

The motofman, who was dead when found, 
was E. V. Goody, aged about 43 years, 2712 
Belleview avenue. . He is survived by a 
widow and several children, the youngest an 
infant. He was an old employé of the East 
St. Louis and Suburban railroad. 


Conductor Dying When Found. — 
The conducter, M. P. O'Brien, aged 27, un- 
married, living at 753 North Fifteenth street, 
was dying when found by Arthur Dickhams, 
fan employé in the ticket office of the street 
cargcompany, who swung aboard the moving 
car and stopped it at Thirteenth and Broad- 
way, after its progress had been reported to 

the police by several! parties. al 
O’Brien, before losing consciousness short- 
ly after he was found, told the police that a 
negro got on the car where the track turns 
to go back to East St. Louis through Alta 
Sita. He collected no fare from the negro 
before the turn, he sald, as passengers often 
get on there to avoid awaiting the car’s re- 
turn in the cold. He got off the car and turned 
the trolley at the station, and the return 
trip was started immediately. No other pas- 
sengere boarded the car and shortly after 
leaving the station, as the car was running 
through the lonely stretch intervening be- 
tween Fireworks station and Alta Sita, he 

entered the car to collect the negro’s fare. 


Negro Fires on Conductor. 

As he entered, He said, the negro fired at 
him. He lost consciousness and knew no 
more of what occurred. 

The bullet: entered his right cheek and 
passed through the mouth, emerging through 
the back of his neck. 

It was found that the negro had cut 
O’Brien’s money belt and had taken nis 
watch and chain. His pockets also were 
turned inside out. | 
- Madison Richardeon, a middle aged negro 
answering the description of the highway- 
men, was arrested later in the evening in 
St. Louis at the west approach to Eads 
bridge. He was brought back to the East 
St. Louis jail. 

At 9:45 tonight H. P. Foutz, a negro also 
answering the highwayman’s description fn 
every particular, except that he was found 
wearing a light .nstead of a dark cap, was 
arrested at Venice, IIl., just north of East 
St. Louls. His extreme nervousness as ne 
got off an interurban car there caused his 
arrest.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 18.—[Special.]—

New York, Dec. 18.—[Specia)].]—The last 
days of Mrs. William Astor, long the ac- 
knowledged leader of New York society, 
whose husband left between $60,000,000 and 
$70,000,000. were passed in tarnished splen- 
dor. Testimony of the tax appraiser, as filed 
with the surrogate today, shows that Mrs. 


Astor allowed her Fifth avenue mansion to ' 


run into shabby disrepair. 

Norman H. Price, expert om house fur- 
nishings, was called before Appraiser James 
Yereance and George A. Levalle, counsel 
for the appraiser. to explain why his estimate 
of value of certain furnishings in the Astor 
residence at 842 Fifth avenue stated that 
certain articles were -worth nothing and 
others were worth little. 

Price, who said he had been in the employ 
of W. & J. Sloane for ten years, was ex- 
amined at the American Exchange National 
bank. At the outset of the examination the 
appraiser asked Price if the Astor home con- 
tained tro new furnishings. Price replied 
that practically everything in the house had 
been removed thither from the old house at 
Fifth avenue and Thirty-third street. 


Furniture All Used Long Ago.

Broken Rail Causes Wreck. 

The wreck was caused by a rail which 
broke as the. fourth car of the coach was 
passing. The three rear cars, all sleepers. 
were derailed and overturned in a ditch after 
dragging along the roadbed on their sides for 
yards. The first three cars and the locomo- 
tive left the track, but did not overturn, and 
plowed along, tearing up the track for 200 
feet. 

The train, consisting of an engine, a bag- 
gage car, two chair cars, and three sleepers, 
was due to arrive at the Union ctation, Chi- 
cago, at 9:40 o'clock Friday night. It was 
over seven hours late and was running at 
great speed when the wreck occurred. 

The three Pullman sleepers, most of them 
filled with passengers coming east to spertd 
Christmas with friends, slid down an em- 
bankment for fifteen feet, and that none was 
killed is declareé by railroad men to be 
one of the miracles in the history of rallroad 
accidents. 

Pinned Beneath Wreckage. 

The passengers were buried in the wreck- 
age of the partly demolished coaches, many 
of them being pinned down, where they were 
obliged to wait until released by fellow 
passengers and citizens of Western Springs, 
who were summoned by the whistles of the 
engine. . 

Willlam Watkins, conductor of the train. 
aided by A. Rombaugh, flagman, and O. W. 
Johnson, brakeman, began the work of 
rescue, and with axes chopped holes in the 
roofs of the overturned Pullmans. 

Some of the passengers escaped through 
windows to the tops of the cars and were 
helped down by ladders. George Hadfield, 
engineer, and Fireman John Burke. ran on 
through the snow to the station at Western 
Springs and notified the operator of the acci- 
dent, and relief trains with physictans were 
sent from La Grange and Aurora. 

Contrary to the usual record of railroad 
accidents, the passengers in the chair cars 
were not injured, beyond a shaking up. The 
broken rail, to which the accident was due. 
was curled into a shapeless mass when the 
cars came to a stop. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lovell—both of whom were 
injured—were racing across the continent in 
an effort to reach the bedside of Mrs. Lov- 
ell's sick mother. 


Saved from Missile of Death. ©” 
The broken rail which caused the wreck 
was almost identical with the one in the 
wreck of a Chicago and Northwestern train 
near Evunston last f-unday morning. In th'!s 
instance, however, the twisted steel did no. 
penetrate the cars. To this railroad men 
credit the fact that there wes no ceath list. 
It is believed the severe cold caused the 
rail to snap. Conductor Watkins called at- 
tention to the fact that the first three coacho:

Health Bulletin Says Late Physi- 
cian Saved Thousands.

GREAT PUBLIC EDUCATOR. 


Commissioners to Whom He Was As- 
sistant Tell of His Services. 


The services rendered to Chicago by Dr. 
‘Frank W. Reilly, who died on Thursday 
after occupying the position of assistant com- 
missioner of health for fourteen years, are 
pointed out in the weekly bulletin of the 
department, issued.yesterday. The weekly 
bulletin, the first public review of any city's 
health and sanitary condition, was originated 
by Dr. Reilly. ) f 

The department gives him thecredit for an 
educative factor ‘‘ that has received signal 
recognition throughout the English speaking 
world.”’ The bulletin says: 

“ His work, never spectacular, always 
forceful and effective, has contributed most 
to. the reputation and high standing that 
the Chicago department of health now en- 
joys in the sanitary world. 

“Thousands of citizens of Chicago are 
living today chiefly because Dr. Reilly la- 
bored so effectively to control and vanquish 
those diseases that he knew so well would 
become less prevalent and destructive in 
proportion to the advance of sanitation and 
a better general knowledge of the rules of 
health. The statistics of recent mortality 
are in evidence of the truth of this asser- 
tion. 

Shows 147,525 Lives Saved.

MAN, NOT COW, MENACE TO MAN, 
DR. EGAN ANSWERS CRITICS. 
Secretary of State Board of Health Tells 


Rock Island Society That Spittérs Are 
More Dangerous than Milk. 


Sprngfield, Yt., Dee. 18.—[Special:]—Dr. 
‘ames A. Egan, secretary of the state boar@ 
of health, takes exception to the criticism 
aimed at him a few days ago by the Rock 
Island County Medical society. This organi- 
zation adopted a resolution censuring Dr. 
Egan, “ particularly on account of his posi- 
tion as secretary of the state board of health 
and in the State Medical society,’’ for de- 
claring that man seldom contracts tubercu- 
losis from the cow. 

“I am sincere in my belief that there is 
little likelihood of man’s contracting tuber- 
culosis from the cows which supply him with 
milk,’’ said Dr. Egan today. 

“Without going into particulars as to the 
various investigations along this line, which 
may be obtained by all interested physicians, 
I will say not only that the danger of a spread 
of tuberculosis through dairies alarms scien- 
tists scarcely at all, but that the greatest 
agency for the communication of the disease 
is not curbed as rigorously as it might be. 
and presents today a far greater menace than 
all the infected dairies that may be discoy- 
ered from time to time. 

“I refer to the promiscuous spitting by 
persons suffering from tuberculosis. The 
greatest authorities are agreed that man is 
the chief danger to man, and that the sputum 
of.the consumptlye plays the most important 
part in the dissemination of the bacilli of the 
disease. The spitters must be restrained at 
all costs.”

Letters Recall Byron, Keats, 
Shelley, and Grecian Days. 


WRITTEN BY TRELAWNEY. 


Capt. Roberts, Friend of Bards, Re- 
eipient of Missives. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Dec. 18.—Interest is taken by 
literary Americans in some hitherto unpub- 
lished letters which appeared in a bulletin of 
the Keats and Shelley memorial, of which so 
far only advance copies have been seen. 

The letters were kept on the island of Maca- 
lena, where Capt. Roberts, famous as a friend 
and companion of Keats, Shelley, Byron, and 
Trelawney, passed the last years of his life. 
They are from Trelawney to hir. One is 
dated Pisa, Feb. 5, 1822, and says: 

‘“ First, then continue the boat you are at 
work upon for Lord B. (the celebrated Bolivar 
of Lord Byron). We should like to have four 
guns, one at each bow and one at each quar- 
ter, as large as you think safe, to make a 
devil of a noise, and fitted with locks and 


‘swivels of brass.” 


"Boat Costs Byron $3,750. 

This craft cost Byron $3,750 when ready 
for sea. with provisions and conveniences of 
every kind. Trelawney went to Greece with 
Byron, but, desiring something more excit- 
ing, joined the insurgent Ulysses and, while 
holding the treasure cavern for him, was 
treacherously set upon by an Englishman 
and a Scotchman and nearly lost his life. 
He thus describes his condition to Roberts: 

“Cephalonia, Ionian Islands, Oct. 20, 
1825.—My Dear Roberts: My shattered hulk, 


ino longer seaworthy, was towed to this port 


by the Cambrian. I have been damned near 
going out by two shots between wind and 
water. All my members were carried away 
and my rigging cut up Two balla entered 
by back, broke my breast bone, and cut al! 
the nerves on my right arm-—in short, all but 
aid the businese for me. After being wound- 
ef I continued two months on Parnassus, 
and, being under strict blockade, could pro- 
cure neither doctor nor medicine, so you 
may imagine what & host of evils I had to 
contend against. 
Escapes on Sloop of War.

Nations Play Godmother. 

Indeed, nearly all the commercial nations 
have from time to time posed as Abyssinia’s 
fairy godmother, with the result that in one 
year American cotton textiles valued at over 
$1,000,000 were- imported, followed by silks 
from France, cutiery from England and Ger- 
many, and matches from Italy and Sweden. 

The powers once attempted to establish 
“ spheres of influence " in Abyssinia, but the 
rashness of not eatching the bear before 
haggling over his skin was illustrated at 
Adowa in 1804, when Gen. Baratiera was de.

“Body Transferred by Torchlight. 

The body of King Leopold was transterred 
from the pavilion at Laeken to the palace at 
Brussels tonight by the light of torches car- 
ried by troopers acting as guides. The hearse 
was covered with crépé and drawn by eignt 
horses with biack draperies. it was sur- 
mounted with black plumes and bore the na- 
tional] coat of arms and the coats of arms of 
the nine provinces, 

The car was surrounded by Leopok's 
grooms and servants. Un elther side rode 
the general officers, and the court carriages 
which followed contained Prince Aibert and 
the court dignitaries. 

As the body was conveyed to the hearse 
the batteries fired salvos and the belis tolied.

GAINED FAME IN WAR TIME, 


Career in Crimean Campaign Followed 
by Fights with Turks. 


CANNES, France, Dec. 18,—Grand Duke

Sketch .of His Career. 2 

Grand Duke Michael Nicholaievitch was 
the oldest representative of the Russian im- 
perial house, having beer born fn 1832; the 
fourth son of :Emperor Nicholas 1, He re- 
peatedly distinguished himself @uring his 
long. military ‘career; which, like thoge of 
other grand dukes under the old’ system, be- 
gan at an early age. - He,enterged; active 
service at the age of léasa lieutenant, and at 
20 had attained the rank of general. 

Grand Duke Michael fought throughout the 
Crimean war of 1854 and 1855, was present at 
the battle of Inkerman and the siege. of 
Sevastopol, and in 1863 was appointed by “his 
brother viceroy of the Caucasus, and com- 
mander-in-chief of the Caucastah army, with 
instructions to bring the warlike, unsubdued 
tribes of this region under the Russian rule. 
This task he accomplished successfully. 


Conqueror of the Turks. 

In the Turkish war of 1877 and 1878 the 
grand duke commanded the Nussian army 
operating against the Turks fin the Caucasian 
theater of the war, and, in spite of early re- 
verses was finally able to force the surren- 
der of a large part of the Turkish forces at 
Ardahan and Kars. In civil lines he wasa 
member of the commission which atfanged 
the emanc?fpation of the Serfs. 

In 1881 Grand Duke Michael! became pres- 
ident of the council of state, and -pildyed: 
an active role in its deliberations unti! its 
reorganization in connection with the estab- 
lishment of the duma,; when hé ‘was named 
its honorary president.

NOT A FLUENT SPEAKER. 


Tangled Parties Must Be Dealt 
With by Compromise and 
Office Giving.

Italy’s. new pilot, Baron Sidney Sonnino, 
is a Jew by race, a Protestant by feith, and 
& native of Egypt. Born on the banks ofthe 
Nile, of an English mother, like Tittoni he 
received the greater part of. his education 
in Great Britain and may be described as the 
Galba. of: modern Rome, the statesman of 
whom it was said “ Omnium consensu capax 
imperii, nisi imperasset "’--that is to say, he 
| has the knowledge and the experience which 
qualify-him to rule and which place him ia- 
tellectually head ahd shoulders above all the 
other public men in Italy today, yet lacks the 
cift of ruling and managing men. 

Worse still, in a land where all are élo- 
quently voluble or eloquently silent he fs 
an orator without the gift of oratory. He 
either reads his speeches, or, when he is 
driven to extemporaneous utterance, his de- 
livery is #0 labored and halting that he has 
been nicknamed by his countrymen the 
“ Inglese "that is to say, “ Englishman '’; 
and he is entirely déficient in that most nec- 
essary of aN equipments for a politiciaa— 
namely: the gift of repartee. 

If profound study of political institutions 
and genéral culture were the main requisites 
of political success Sontino, whose paternal 
grandfather migrated from the ghetto at 
Leghorn to Egypt, where he built up an 
enormous fortune as a banker, would be 
prime minister for life. But on the only 
previous occasion when he held the premier- 
ship his tenure of office lasted barely three 
months; and if his present administration 
enéures for a longer period—every one is 
predicting its early downfall—it doubtless 
will be owing to the fact that threatened 
cabinets, like threatened men, live lang.

The trouble about Sonnino fs that his hon- 
esty and lottiness of principle are so great 
that he neve. will consent to stoop to any 
of those dubious compromises by which 
votes are won or retained and by means of 
which local wireputiers are placated. If he 
shines at one thing more than another it is 
in €conomic matters, and it is to him as.min- 
ister of finance under the premiership of 
Crispi that Italy is indebted for the posses- 
sion. of an annua! surplus instead of the year- 
ly deficit by which she formerly was ¢on- 
fronted. : ) : 

In fact, if he had echieved nothing else 
Pthan the. restoration, of ‘Italy's financial 
equilibrium at a moment when national ruin 
and insolvency stared her in the face he 
f would be entitled to the lasting gratitude of 
his countrymen and to a niche in the Temple 
of Fame. By equalizing taxation, by lighten- 
ing the fiscal burdens upon the poor and 
spreading them among the rich, by aboligh- 
ing imposts that were oppressive and vexa- 
tious and increasing duties that. were less 
provocative of irritagfion, he has done more 
than any living Italian to arrest the steady 
and exhausting flow of emigration to the 
néw world; and I do not believe that there is 
one of his countrythen who so thoroughly 
understands Southern Italy, of which he has 
made a profound study, and who more thor- 
oughly appreciatéegy the impracticability of 
applying to the south the laws of the north, 
and vice versa. Any improvement in the lot 
of Southern Itely, formerly the least favored 
portion of the kingdom, is due wholly to Son- 
nino’s intelligent championship.and lucid ex- 
position of the cause of its people. 

This, then, is the statesman, some 62 years 
of age, to whom King Victor Emmanuel 
reluctantly has confided the Relm of the 
Italian ship of state—for he never has liked 
Sonnino—in the hope that his administra- 
tion may sérvé ag a bulwark against the 
Anti-Clerical policy which the Socialists, 
the Ultra-Radicals, and the Republicans are 
determined to inaugurate.

They deeply resent the growth of friend]li- 
ness between church and state, denounce in

Next comes the Left, of which ex-Premier 
Giolitt! has been the chief, and which is of 
sil the- parties the most !mportant. Then 
there ia the extreme Left, to which Prince 
Scipto Borghese of Pekin-to-Paris motor race 
fame and editor of the Italian counterpart of 
the London Spectator, .belongs, as well as 
the prince of Teano, son of the duke of Ser- 
monetta; thé ultra-Radicals and Republicans 
and the Socialists, the Clericals constituting 
the seventh of thege parties.

The two other most important members of 
the new cabinet are Frantésco Guicciardini, 
who resumes his former place as minister of 
foreign affairs, and Luigi ‘Luszzatti, next to 
Sonnino the ablest financier and political 
economist in all Italy, possessing as such 
international fame. Count Guicciardini has 
numerous American friends whose acquaint- 
ance he made during the years which he 
spent as mayor of Florence } 

He belongs to one of the oldest houses of 
the great Tuscan aristocraty, is a descendant 
of the celebrated Francesco Guicciardini who 
fiourished in the fifteenth century at Rome 
under the reign of Pope Leo X. as historian 
and as a diplomat, ‘and is married to the 
only sister of that Leon! Strozzi, prince.of 
Forano and duke of Bagnolo, who, declining 
the lucrative offers for the purchase of his 
ancestral home at Florence; left this world- 
famed palace, with all its priceless archives 
and most of its contents, to the nation on his 
death eighteen months ago. Tell'and pow- 
erfully built, with a short gray beard and a 
serious face, he suggests in his manner the 
gravity of the north rather than the frivolity 
of the south. Indeed, he gives the impres- 
sion of.s0 much earnestness and seriousness 
that it ie, not. difficult to believe his con- 
temporaries when they insist that he never 
sowed any. wild oata in his early days and 
that his youth was quite as free from any 
indiscretions as hig present life. With all 
that he is a most agreeable companion, won- 
derfully well read, traveled, and poplular 
alike with the aristocracy of Florence and 
with the lower classes of that city, but still 
more even On his estates in Tuscany, where 
he passes for a most kindly landlord.

With regard to Sig. Luzgatt!, it will doubt- 
less create surprise that he should have been 
assigned to the department of agriculture 
rather than that of finance. But unless agri- 
culture ts fostered and developed by the 
government the exchequer suffers.

Tmnited States, on the tariff reform and 
Liloyd-George financial projects in England, 
on the financial crisis by which the French | 
government is confronted, and on the eco- 
nomic outlook in Russia and Japan.

She is a cripple, hobbling about on bound 
feet. If she is rich and high class she is not 
allowed to go on the streets, and if poor she 
works in the fisids and. does all sorts of 
drudgery. The average Chinese gir! is un- 
educated and not one woman in a hundred 
can read ard write. 

The new China is to be full. of giris’ schools, 
ite girls’ feet are to be aliowed their natura: 
growth and ita women are to take their part 
in the work of the world. Girls are already 
employed in the telephone offices of Hong- 
kong and Shanghai. They are teaching 
everywhere in the kindergartens and pri- 
mary schools, and medical cofieges have 
been established to fit them for trained nurses 
and doctors. 

The viceroy, of Wuthang has a schoo! in 
which the boys and girls study together, and 
the same is true of Tuan Fang, the viceroy 
of Nanking. There are several large girls’ 
schools in Peking, and cne of the Manchu 
princesses, a member Of the imperial family, 
has established a girls’ scnool in Mongolia. 


teaching girls and the demand for educated 
women as wives is far greater than the sup- 


ply. 
War on Foot Binding. 

The sentiment against binding the feet is 
rapidly growing. The great empress dowager 
sent out an edict shortly before her death 
denouncing the custom and advising all the 
girls and women of the empire to do awey 
with it. 

Chang Chi Tung has written an article on 
the subject, and before he died Li Hung 
Chang advised that the custom be discon- 
tinued. Many of the viceroys and governors 
have .sent,.out. proclamations favoring the 
abolition of footbinding, and a number of 
societies have been started in the different 
provinces in favor of the natural foot for al} 
women. 

In all the girls’ schools the government reg- 
ulations provide that the vupile must come 
with their feet unbound, and @ system of 
gyriinastic exercises has been instituted 
which are impossible for a crippled foot pupil.

islature. The first thing to be considered 
' im connection with such a measure is 
whether it has been so drafted as to 
carry out fully the ideas of those citizens 
of the smaller cities of the state who de- 
sire an opportunity to secure better mu- 
nicipal government. Presumably it has 
been, and if so, the general assembly 
should make few if any alterations in it. 

The bill seems to contain everything 
needed to safeguard the interests of any 
community which may see fit to replace 
aldermen or trustees with commissioners. 
If it shal) be dissatisfied with the new 
ways it can return to the old ones. If 
discontented with any of the officials it 
has elected it can cast them out through 
the recall. The provision that all public 
utility grants must be ratified by popular 
vote puts it out of the power of the com- 
missioners to make reckless gifts of valu- 
able franchises. 

At the regular session a Chicago mem- 
ber, controlled by influences hostile to 
commission legislation, stifled it. We 
want none of that work at this session. 
Bills whose passage this city greatly de- 
sires cannot be suffered to be jeopardized 
by conduct of Chicago representatives 
calculated to irritate the members from 
the downstate cities which are eager to 
try the commission plan. Every Chicago 
member should lend a helping hand to a 
meritorious measure which is opposed 
only by bigeted conservatives or by lcal 
politicians who see in a simpler form of 
government the loosening of their grip on 
office and the spoils of office. 


NEW TREATMENT FOR PNEUMONIA. 

In the belief of the Harvard faculty of 
medicine the time is not far off when the 
leucocyte theory is to be put into prac- 
tical use by physicians. Metchnikoff’s 
discovery of the leucocytes, the “ cavalry 
of the blood,” has led to experiments 
made by members of the Harvard Medi- 
cal school in which the pugnacious white 
corpuscles have been used to save thirty- 
six out of forty-five*pneumonia patients 
treated with them. Even conservative 
scientists who have watched the experi- 
ments think that it is not smpossible that 
the greater proportion of infectious dis- 
eases will yield to the leucocyte treat- 
ment. 

The Harvard experimenters injected 
irritants into the throat of a rabbit and 
then, after twenty-four hours’ waiting, 
killed the animal and extracted the fight- 
ing leucocytes to the number of 20,000,- 
000. These were prepared in the form of 
an extract and injected into the pnea- 
monia patients with the result given. It 
is asserted that the deaths by pneumonia 
can be lessened by 50 per cent through 
the use of the white corpuscles. It is pro- 
posed to experiment with some other dis- 
cases, and the scientists confidently hope 
that the results in those cases will be 
equally successful. If this should prove 
to be the case the discovery will prove 
one of the greatest boons humanity haa 
ever known and the Russian savant and 
his American pufils will be hailed as 
world benefactors. 


WHAT MR. HILLIS MIGHT HAVE DONE 

The wisdom of the Rev. Newell Dwight 
Hillis of Brooklyn in renouncing a large 
amou of supposedly potential wealth 
becuse he considered its possession ‘n- 
compatible with his usefulness as a cler- 
gyman is to be questioned, although the 
ethical motive assigned does credit to his 
sense of pastoral duty. 

He found himself .the owner of a bit of 
land near British Columbia which upon 
investigation by experts was declared to 
be worth several million dollars. When 
the clergyman learned this he sold it, so 
the dispatches say, for only a little more 
than it cost him. | 

One’s natural thought on reading this 
+ is that the wise course for Mr. Hillis 
would have been to retain possession of 
the land and use the income for the bene- 
. fit of the poor in his parish. “Sell all 
_ that thou hast and give it to the poor” 
was the advice of him whom Mr. Hillis 
seeks to follow. This advice does not 
necessarily imply that one is to sell at a 
loss \or.fo neglect a profit. The greater 
the proceeds of the ‘sale the greater bene- 
fit to the poor. 


A PLAYGOERS’ ORGANIZATION. 

An organization has beeg formed in this 
city for the purpose of setting a seal of 
approval, or disapproval, upon plays pro- 
duced at the local theaters... The mem- 
bership is said to number a great many 
hundred steady playgoers, and, if we 
‘ rightly-understand their object, they will 
show their praise by attendance at and 
their disapproval by their absence from 
the playhouse. So large a body of 
amusement seekers should bé able to ex- 
ercise_a healthy effect upon the drama, 
and managers ¢ould not neney rents te: 
its verdict.

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SAVINGS INGS ‘BANK INSURANCE. 

Only two Massachusetts savings banks 
have accepted the opportunity for doing 
good opened by the law. allowing such 
banks to make industrial life insurance 
a part of their business. Other banks 
have been too conservative, or have been 
influenced by the industrial insurance 


companies. The latter are naturally vio-. 


lently hostile to a n@w departure which) 
cuts into their business and profits. The. 
indifference of most of the banks has 
been offset to e extent by the action 

of the two in opening free agencies in a 
meal of ‘ the industria] centers of the 
state. 

The showing made at the close of little 
more than a year of trial is remarkable. 
The insurance outstanding, exclusive of 
pension policies, which are one of the 
features of the scheme, is $1,000,000. 
The average insurance per policy is a 
little under $400. Manifestly the new de- 
parture has commended itself to the 
Wage earners. 

There is an excellent reason why it 
should. The monthly premium rates are 
15 per cent less than those of the indus- 
trial companies, and at the same timo 
yield a divisible surplus out of which it 
will in time be possible to pay 20 per 
cent premiums to policy holders. The 
dividend at the close of the first experi- 
mental year was 81-3 per cent, being the 
equivalent.of a month’s premium. This 
shows how enormous the profits of the 
industrial companies must have been. 
For while their rates are now higher 
than those of the state system, they have 
been lowered 20 per cent since—and be- 
cause—it started. For the twenty years 
preceding there had been no reduction in 
premium charges. Probably there would 
have been none yet i? it had not been for 
the new competition. It is estimated that 
the enforced reduction in rates has saved. 
Massachusetts working people $1,000,000. 

The benefits of life insurance should he 
brought within the reach of all wage 
earners. They should be obtainable at a 
minimum cost. They are in Massachu- 
setts, but not in [linois. There are sav- 
ings banks in the state which would 
make industrial life msurance a part of 
their business if the laws permitted them 
to do it. This general assembly can do 
nothing. The next one should take note 
of the workings of the Massachusetts 
plan. One of its chief projectors was 
Louis D. Brandeis of Boston, a 
friend of labor. His Rame is now known 
to Illinois wotking women, for he is to 
defend the constitutionality of the Illi- 
nois ten hours law for women in the state 
Supreme court, as he did that of the Ore- 
gon law in the federal.

AMUSEMENT LICENSES. 

The ordinance prescribing a new scale 
of license fees for places of amusement 
which was adopted by the council Fri- 
day erre if at all only on the side of mod- 
eration. It should not be reconsidered in 
spite of the angry préfests of some of the 
people hit by it. Let them go into court 
if they please and contend that the sums 
asked for licenses are “ unconstitutional,” 
They will get’: cold comfort there. 

When one considers the enormous re- 
ceipts at the big football and baseball 
gumes the wonder is that the council did 
not impose a heavier tax. When one con- 
templates the swarm of moving picture 
places, whose supervision gives the fire 
department so much trouble, and thinks 
of the amount of money they take in the 
inevitable conclusion is that they can and 
ought to pay the license fee set out in the 
ordinance. If there be any of them that 
cannot it will simply be evidence that 
that particular business is being sea. 


THE CASE OF MR. PAT O’MALLEY. 

If the police at last have the evidence 
to convict Mr. Pat O’Malley and a few 
of his associates in gambling activities it 
will be pleasing to contemplate the possi- 
bility of a year’s jail sentence as a re- 
ward for that distinguished citizen’s ef- 
forts in this community. His ability and 
willingness to pay fines have been dem- 
onstrated, but there is something might- 
ily uncomfortable and embarrassing about 
spending a year in confinement even 
when the comparative luxury-and com- 
fort of the jail spften it.

The government has on several occasions announced 
in the house of commons that it is the first military 
member of the army council who would receive the ap- 
pointment of commander-in-chief in the event of any 
war. Lord Roberts on his return from the command- 
in-chfief in India had received the command ef the 
military forces in Ireland. Byt that, too, was filled up 
a few months ago by the appointment of Gen. Sir 
Neville Lyttelton, and was thus rendered unavailable 
for Lord Kitchener. 

Then Lord Kitchener was gazetted to the post of 
high commissioner of the Mediterranean, which so 
honest and useful a soldier as the royal duke of Con- 
naught had résigned, on the ground that it was a use- 
less sinecure, without work or responsibilities, in fact, 
a mere costly exile, one designed to keep inconvenient 
officers of high rank away from London. In order to 
gild the pill, it was intimated that it would carry with 
it new duties and prerogatives, of such a nature as to 
convert its holder into the chief of the imperial staff— 
that is to say: the connecting link between the war 
offce in London, the home army, and the military forces 
of the various colonial armies. With this object in 
view, he was encouraged tc accept the invitation of 
Australia to visit that great commonwealth in order 
to consult with its government about its military de- 
fenses and resources. 

Now, however, that he has just arrived in Australia, 
the war department in Londom comez out with an an- 
nouncement in the Official Gazette that the office and 
title of chief of the military staff is vested in the office 
of the principal military member of the army council— 
that is to say: in Gen. Sir William Nicholson, which is 
equivalent to notifying the Australians that Kitchener’ 
has none of the authority with which they conceived 
him to be invested as the de facto chief of the imperial 
general staff. . 

~—~- 

Kitchener-is feared and disliked at the war depart- 
ment at Whitehall, especially by those soldiers whose 
entire military career has been spent on office chairs, 
and by those civilian officials who, ev@r since the days 
of the great duke of Wellington, have been the curse 
and bane of the British army. 

The disasters of the early stages of the South African 
war were entirely due to this condition of affairs, as 
well as the subsequent useless expenditure and loss of 
valuable lives through: maladies, There was a sort of 
investigation afterwards, which, although partly smoth- 
ered, was yet sufficient to reveal the most disgraceful 
state of things, and which gave rise to a storm of in- 
dignation, Lord Rosebery being among the loudest to 
demand a complete reorganization of the department 
by some such administrator as Kitchener,.before Eng- 
land could hope to have an efficient army. Yet nothing 
of any importance was done, and today, according to 
such veterans as Lord Roberts, and to German. and 
French military experts, things are just as bad as ever. 

Popular and experienced commanders like Lords 
Wolseley and Roberts and a wseful, universally re- 
sbected .soldier like the duke of Connaught, with all 
the prestige of his royal rank as only brother of the 
king, have fought against the system at Whitehall, and 
have retired from the fray, disheartened and defeated. 
Now an endeavor is being made, by slights and affronts, 
to drive Lord Kitchener likewise into ree from the 
field in disgust. 

Whether the English public will aiiow this or not re- 
mains to be seen. What, according to the most careful 
students. of the situation, Is needed to remedy the 
present system at the war department and the military 
disorganization of England is some war, which would 


lead to such a popular uprising that it would wipe the | 


war office as now constituted out of existence and in 


trust ite direction to such a practical soldier and suc- | 


cessful administrator as Kitchener, the creator of the 
Egyptian army, as well as of the Sudan government, 
and the reorganizer not only of the Indian army but 
likewise of the war department in India.

St. Petersburg society has just lost one of its most 
popular figures, through the death of old Wssewoloch- 
ski, who, for the last thirty years, has been the director 
in chief of all the court theaters, having been appointed 
to the post by Alexander III., shortly after his acces- 
sion to the throne. He has likewise been for the last 
decade the director of the imperial museum in the 


Hermitage palace, in which he had an official residence. |

was allied by marriage to the old Romanoffs 300 years 
ago, was one of the greatest art connoisseurs in Europe, 
and his knowlecge of paintings, of sculptures, of- bric- 
&-brac and jewelry, was that of an expert. any of 
the most successful cgstumes’*seen on the stage of the 
Opera and of the variGus imperial] theaters were of his 
own design; and it was he, too, who was the moving 
spirit and principal adviser on the occasion of that won- 
derful fancy dress ball given by the czar, where the 
czarina and all the members of the imperial farhily 
and their court appeared in ancient costumes represent- 
ing the various epochs of Muscovite history and adorned 
with priceless jewels. 

Holding the rank of master of the ceremonies at 
court, he was a particular favorite of Alexander IIT., 
who found no end of entertainment in his clever and 
and Emperor Nicholas, who had 
known him from boyhood as*his father’s friend, always 
manifested the greatest liking for old Ivan Alexandro- 
viteh, who was in demand whenever there were any 
private theatricals or dramatic entertainments ‘to be 
organized at St. Petersburg. 

It is to him more than to any one else that i& due 
the extraordinary development of stage dancing in 
Russia, for elevating the ballet from the status of a 
mere show into a beautiful and brilliant art; and to 
him also is attributable the raising of the social pres- 
tige of the dramatic profession in the land of the czars, 
where countesses and princesses by birth are to be 
found among the-ranks of the actresses, and who suffer 
no social disadvantages of any sort from their con- 
nection with the stage. 

Any one who has known anything of the court and 
great world of St. Petersburg during the last thirty 
years will be able to appreciate the extent of the loss 
which both have sustained through the death of the 
universally liked, kindly, and courteous old Ivan Alex- 
androvitch, whose artistic tastes and knowledge have 
been to a great extent inherited by his daughter, Coun- 
tess Grabbe, who was the moving spirit of a wonder- 
fully successful amateur representation of Gogol’s 
“Reviser last winter.

In such a 
case the vitalizing sire is usually followed by a greater son, and al- 
though succeéding generations may number men of remarkable tal- 
ents, real genius does not again appear in the same cast. From a 
line of English farmers and American blacksmiths springs Lyman 
Beecher, with a prodigious endowment of physical and mental energy, 
of moral hardihood and spiritual exuberance. From the father comes 
the son, Henry Ward Beecher, the greatest of a numerous progeny of 
clergymen, professars, authors, educators, patriots, and reformers— 
es men and women, who rise to distinction on the waves of 

e day. 

But there is only one Henry Ward Beecher, the son who has all. 
his father’s vitality’ and exuberance, mellowed and broadened by a 
later-day education, experience, ‘and charity; and all of this was not by 
chance, for the son was long in the molding hands of a father of con-

learn sooner or later is that not every man is going to reach the heights 
of success.

lished in present day success and some higher, more distant substitute 
must be established as Success of that coming future. 

Granting all this as true, what more can the young man ask of 
himself than that he prove worthy in whatever rank in the world he 
finds bimse!lf?

Sen- 
timent at the close was bullish in the extreme and 
nearly al} the local professionals went home long a 
little wheat on the expectation that Liverpool will 
show more response Monday to the Argentine news. 
If Liverpool does not show any excitement there 
will be considerable wheat on sale Monday. It 
was generally commented on that with the single 
exception of Budapest all European spot and fu- 
ture marketea were elther unchanged or lower. 
Antwerp, which susually reflects Argentine news 
quicker than any other market, was barely steady. 
Many traders were of the opinion that damage to 
the Argentine crop has been pretty wel! discounted 
by the recent advance here, which places our prices 
far above the level of foreign markets. 


The trade in cash wheat was quiet and the in- 
quiry does not seem to be urgent, but prices are 
well maintained relative to the December. In 
other markets there was a strong tone and higher 
prices reported, with a fair demand. This is a 
quiet season in the milling and cash trade, and 
large sales are not the rule. The country offerings 
have not increased to any large extent, however, 
and visible stocks doubtless will show another de- 
crease for the week. The corn market was a little 
more active, but prices did not indicate much 
strength. Colder weather is expected to increase 
receipts, but larger arrivals of good quality corn 
would be welcomed. Elevator people are still the 
best buyers. Oats sold fairly well and there was a 
fair demand from the east. Cash sales here were 
25,000 bu wheat, 65,000 bu corn, and 185,000 bu oats. 


“The farmer may have some wheat to sell 
for export,’’ said E. W. Wagner. ‘* We have none 
at terminals. The world requires 100,000,000 bu 
from the Argentine for use in 1910. Since July 1 
Russia has shipped abroad about 80,000,000 bu In 
excess of her contribution for the same period of 
1908. This amount—nearly actually equal to 
the Argentine 1909 exportable surpius—will go far 
towards reducing the iiberal 1900 Russian surplus. 
In ten years the Argentine has exported 750,000,- 
000 wheat. The most astounding part of the 
present wheat situation Is the continued absence 
of news that will contribute to the bear side. 
December wheat is in course of final celebration. 
May and July wheat are in waiting.”’ 

“ There were more hogs packed in Chicago the 
Inst week than there were the same week a year 
ago and with the letup in the cash trade we may 
expect stocks to accumulate rapidly from now 
on.’ said L. J. Schwabacher.

Dry Goods.

We have been informed by an expert in stage management that “A Little 
Brother of the Rich” violates all the canons of playwriting, which means, perhaps,

Undoubtedly the 
4 play would be more generally popular were the “hero” of it extreme in his virtues 
and less culpably human in his shortcomings. While the little brother of the ricb 

| ,af the play is not the little brother of the rich of the book, he is yet an unpleasant 
person at times and unpleasant in a way hostile to the togic of the average onlooker 
in the theater.

Waning Attendance at Theaters. 

Chitago, Dec. 17.—{Dramatic Editor of The 
Tribune.J—I was interested in reading the 
ecmments of a theatrical manager here in 
your column yesterday as to the falling off 
in attendance at the .zeaters, and while he 
may be partly right, I wish to venture the 
opinion that one of the biggest causes is that 
a large part of the genera! public have come 
to belHeve that it is impossible to get decent 
seats at the theater box offices. A great 
many people feel that $1.50 or $2 is all that 
-any show is worth, and will not pay the pre- 
mium demanded by speculators, while a 
great many others object decidedly to being 
held up by the theaters, for, of course, every 
one knows that the theaters must be in col-: 
lusion with the speculators. When you no- 
dice the list ‘of twenty-five or thirty brokers 
‘mn tickets in the. telephone directory, you 
“an't help but wonder what there is left to 
ell at the box office, and many people who 
ordinarily go regularly to the theaters no 
longer make the effort to do so. Sometimes 
you will see a poor show but not think much 


’ atout it, but if you have gone toa speculator 


and paid a premium for the seat, you feel a 
grudge against that theater which lasts 
some time. You fee] that you have not only 
been handed a lemon but paid a premium 
for it, Which makes you feel ampthing but 
gocd. I think ‘there Is a growing sense of 
antagonism against the theaters; the public 
doesn’t have the friendly feeling towards 
them it used to. This is an office with over 
1,500 people. nine-tenihs of them men. with 
the great majority of them able to go to the 
theater once or twice a week, anyway, if they 
Care to, and I navé@ heard the sentiments 
mentioned above expressed a hundred times: 
There used to be a time when the boys would 
see all the new shows fm town. Now, when 
you try to find olt about a show, no one has 
seen it. It is simply a question of the boys 
feeling that they won’t go unless they can 
have a deceat seat, and they won’t pay a 
premium. Another thing, you often have 
offered you at a speculator’s seats as far 
heck as the twentieth row, and if this isn’t 
am imposition, I don’t know whatis. When 
‘the theater managers wake up to the above 
facts I am sure they will have longer runs 
and better atténdance. Few people are will- 
ing to pay $5 for a pair of tickets and take a 
eshance on the show being poor. R. H. D.

landscapes—especiaily one showing a pale 
green meadow with trees by J. &. Bundy, 
who grew almost old at his work down in 
Richmond, Ind., before the public began to 
appreciate fits exceptiona! quality. 


“—“ Two or three silvery landscapes done in 


tempera by W. C. Emerson of Uhicago, are 
most original, high spirited and decorative, 
expressive of a fresh outlook and a vivid tem- 
perament. And there is a lovely little snow 
scene painted some years ago by Svend 
Svendéen, so pearly and delicate as to make 
us almost forget how his style has stiffened 
and hardened of late. 

The Dougherty at Thurber’s is a rock ribbed 
edge of cgast with a strip of sea and a windy 
sky beyond—a powerful picture by one of our 
strongest men. And Louis Betts, in his por- 
trait of Dr. Goodspeed, one of the trusteesot 
the untversity, has added another to that dis- 
tinguished collection of Chicagoans which we 
shall all be proud of some day. 

The doctor wears his scholastic robe its 
flowing lines and various tones of black area 
dramatic setting for the smiling, vivid, gray 
bearded face.

The Art Crafte exhibition is, as usual,’a 
charming place, to linger in at this Christ- 
mas season. Tere are some interesting 
groups of pottery, especially the new Rook- 
wood designs, thofe from Newcomb college, 
and from F. E. Walrath. In silver, Massa- 
chusetts craftermen seem to carry off first 
honors; we have a beautiful large bow! ‘from 
Cc. G. Forssen, two fine bowls from George 
C. Gebelein, same enameled boxes from 
Elizabeth E. Copeland, and various articles 
of graceful form from Arthur J. Stone, Mary 
C. Knight, and Mre, Macomber. 

Many exhibits of jeweiry are charming. I 
noticed especially those of Jane C. Barron, 
Millicent Strange, Elizabeth Copeland, James 
H; Winn, the Pratt sisters, and the Vedder 
brother and sister, children of Elihu Vedder. 
In copper the Handicraft guild shows some 
graceful pieces.

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NATAL DAY OF GALLAUDET CELEBRATED BY 


DEAF-MUTES. |_| 


Thousands of deaf mutes all over the 
United States annually observe the 10th of 
December as “ Gallaudet day,’’and count it 


. “ a privilege to be permitted to participate in 


celebrating the day which ushered into life 
Yin Philadelphia, in 1787, Thomas-Hopkins Gal- 


faudet, who was destined to become the de-/, 


liverer of the deaf mutes of this country by 
establishing at Hartford, Conn., in 1817 the 
first institution for thé@ir education pn this 
side of the Atlantic. 


The Pas-a-Pas club, a thriving organiza- , 


‘tion in Chicago, which has its clubrooms in 
Clark street, just opposite the court house, 
never fails to honor the patron saint of the 
deaf in a fitting way. A large and apprecia- 
tive audience (if an assembly in which there 
was only one person possessed of the sense 
of hearing may be termed an audience) spent 
the evening of Dec, 10 in watching the pro- 
m prepared by Dr. Dougherty, the presi- 
dent of the club, who, by the way, is an 
analytical chemist of more than local repu- 
tation. 
Though a majority of the audience have 
gihe faculty of speech and the ability to read 
the lips, on this, as on all similar occasions 
‘where public addresses are witnessed, the 
sign language was the medium of communi- 
- tation. To the deaf the language of signs is 
the poetry of motion, and in the hands of a 
fmaster the deaf can be moved from smiles 
ty tears as readily as can an audience swayed 
by the voice of the orator or the elocutionist.

Big Man in Trotting World Suc- 
cumbs to Heart Disease. 


ONCE OWNED JOE PATCHEN. 


Raced Big String and Was Associated 
with Turf Organizations.

Clarence W. Marks, one of the most wide- 
ly known men in the trotting horse world and 
president of the C. W. Marks Shoe company, 
163 Fifth avenue, died at noon yesterday 
in a South Side elevated railroad car at the 
Fifty-eighth street station, presumably of 
heart disease. 

Mr. Marks, who occupied a cross seat in the 
car, was seen to fa]! forward as the train was 
pulling into the station by the conductor, 
John C. Herbert. 5821 Perry avenue, Heand 
the only other passenger in the car, W. F. 
Kistner, 5126 West Twenty-third street, Mor- 
ton Park, went to Mr. Marks’ assistance, but 
were unable to arouse him. 

The train then was emptied of its passen- 
gers and switched on toa side track by the 
orders of a train supervisor. The police of 
the Woodlawn station were then summoned. 

When Policeman David D. Curtin arrived 
he identified the body. which -was removed 
to Horan’s undertaking rooms at 307 West 
Stxty-firet etreet. 
iMr. Marks, who was 58 years old, was for- 
merly a member of the Gentiemen’'s Driving 
Club association at Washington park. He 
had a large stable of trotting borses and sent 
them to almost every important meeting in 
the east and west.

Among some of the better known horses

Mr. Marks was one of the official timers 
at the Readville, Mass., track when Lou 
Dillon trotted a mile in 2:00 in 1903. 
He was a member of a number of gentle- 
man’s driving clubs in different parts of the | 
country and was always prominent at every | 
large meeting, 

He was charitable toward men identified 
with the: trotting horse world, and many 
stories are told of how he assisted’ more 
unfortunate owners in shipping their stabies 
from one track to another when they met 
with financial reverses. 


Born in Vermont in 1844. 


Mr. Marks was born on a farm in Felch- 
ville, Vt., in 18445 His Mother and father 
died? whén he was 5 years cld.. He worked 
about the farm until he arrived at legal age, 
when he departed from the town of his chila- 
hood days and went to work for Charies 
B. Corser, a relative who had a place of 
business in Holyoke, Mass. He worked there 
for many years, and in 1868 came to Illinois, 
where he purchased and cultivated a farm. 

He settled in Chicago in 1868 and found 
employment.with C. E. Wiewall, a retai} 
shoe cealer. He worked for Mr. Wiswali 
for three years. In 1871 he. startea in the 
shoe business himself, opening in the old 
Tremont building at Dearborn and Lake 
streets. He was located here only a few 
months, when the conflagration of 1871 de- 
stroyed the building, ; 

Following the fire the bullding was rebuilt 
and he opened up a new store. At that time 
most of the wholesale shoe dealers in Chicago 
were selling shoes by the crate and would 
sell them in no smaller amounts. Here is 
where Mr. Marks took his first step toward 
fortune. He conceived the idea of getting the 
trade of small retail shoe dealers throughout 
the city by splitting crates. From then on 
wealth came his way. ee

ers, as well as other boats of emal! displace- 
ment, are finding comfort tn the announce- 
ment that at least two of the three big local 
clubs may continue running their races 
under the old Seawanhaka rules for another 
season or two. The universal rules will go 
into effect next summer and in all races run 
by the L. M. Y. A. the newly adopted for- 
mulas will obtain. The Columbia Yacht 
club’s delegates fought the change and it is 
considered likely that the organization will 
continue holding its races under the ancient 
regulations. It is rumored that the Jackson 
Park Yacht club may do the same, but lead- 
ing members of the Chicago Yacht club ad- 
vance the opinion that in the long distance 
cruising races of that organization to Mack- 
inac, as well as in other contests, they will 
use the universal rules. 

The opinion of a few pessimists that the 
univereal rules will tend to the extinction of 
the special! classes is not shared by close 
students of the game. Without regard as to 
whether or not the universa! rules are better 
than the old Seawanhaka, the majority are 
favoring them because of the uniformity, 
which, according to fhe general] opinion, is 
the most important thing in the racing game, 
In addition to this, there seema to be little 
doubt that the new rule is an improvement ir 
every way over the old. 


Good of Sport Demands Change. 

Furthermore, it le believed that the good 
of the sport on Lake Michigan demanded the 
change. Of al) the governing bodies between 
the Atlantic and Pacific coasts, the L. M. Y, 
A. was the only one that clung to the old and 
complicated formulas, but in excusing them- 
selves for hanging back, the delegates 
claimed they were merely waiting to see how 
the rules stood the test of time with the other 
organizations before adopting them. 

Long ago the other associations of yachts- 
men on the great lakes—namely: the Inter- 
lake Yachting association, which consists of 
all the clubs on Lake Huron and Lake Erie, 
and the Leke Yachting association, which in- 
cludes the clubs in Canada and in the United 
States bordering on Lake Ontario, adopted 
the universal rule for measuring their boats. 
The new measurement is errived at by tak- 
ing 18 per cent of the product of the length, 
multiplied by the square root of the sail 
area, divided by the square root of the dis- 
placement. Consequently a boat with a4 
large displacement has a better rating than 
one which is cut away considerably below 
the water line, or, in other words, the freak 
type of boat. 

The rule, which was adopted four years aga 
on the Atlantic coast, has resulted in the 
building of a wholesome type of boat. The 
principal objection to the rule is the dimi- 
culty of measuring the existing boats, but 
it has been suggested that an official meas- 
urer be appointed to measure all the boats 
enrolled in the association at a fixed price 
per boat, the selection to rest on a competent 
engineer, who thoroughly understands boat 
building and designing. 

Await Measurer’s Verdict. 

Tt is not known just how the new rule will 
operate with some of the crack boats in the 
Chicago squadrons, and yachtsmen will look 
forward with interest and no little anxiety to 
the time when the official measurér applies 
his tape and announces the best or the worst, 
as the case may be. Only the measurement 
rules were adopted at the annual meeting, 
but the scantling and racing rules will be 
reported on by the special committee at the 
adjourned meeting to be held Jan. 20. In 
the interim Messrs. Scates, Holmes and 
Keogh will go over the rules adopted by the 
Atlantic conference and see if any particular 
changes should be made to suit local condi- 
tions on Lake Michigan. 

Of late years owners of racing boats have 
been discouraged, and the building of boats 
experienced a serious setback. Already the 
action of the L. M, ¥. A. delegates has had 
its effect, for three leading local yachtsmen 
have announced that they will go east soon 
to purchase large and fast boats built under 
the universal rules and bring them to Chi- 
cago for the Chicago Yacht club’s long dis- 
tance race to Mackinack next July. Such 
boats should stand an excellent chance to 


win the cup.

Two remarkably. good colt trotters—Bisa, 
which as a 8 year old was second in 2:06%, 
trotting her mile in 2:08%, and Binvolo, which 
at 2 won the best three heat race for that age, 
his miles being 2:15, 2:15%, 2:16%4—were bred, 
trained, and raced by the Allen farm, and,

Both were clever and teachable and no 
trouble at all‘to educate and work, nearly 
all the Bingaras being intelligent and easily 
handled and such natural trotters that even 
as yearlings they stand a drive right up to 
their best clip without wanting to break. 
-The Allen farm records show that when Bisa 
was turned loose.at 6 months old in the 
miniature track, with not a strap or a boot 
of a shoe on her, the following was the memo- 
randum concerning her: ‘ Gait, medium 
Jong, reaching; steady, good; fast and pure 
gaited.”’ :

ine Now Practical: 


Its Use Confined to Light Work. 


By GUIDO D. JANES. 


MERGING from its experimental! stage, 
the automobile fire engine is epeeding 
on the broad highway of practicadil- 
ity. Even now the more daring cities 
“are using them with greater or less 

success, according to the character'of the 


places, while the less venturesome munici-_ 


palities are sending for catalogues and litera- 
ture upon the subject.. But it must be sald 
that for heavy work the coal eating steamers 
have yet a long, honorable career before 


m. 

For lighter work, however, where buildings 
are not congested, fires less frequent, and 
the area covered greater than that within the 
loup district, the auto engine is bound to play 
an important part in future fire history. In 
upkeep it is less expensive, it is less complex 
in its organism, éasier to handle than the 
horse drawn engine, and can get over the 
ground in a remarkably short time. 

To all appearances the automobile engine 
resembles an ordinary seven passenger tour- 
ing car. The hose which is attached to the 
fizeplug circles around on top of the hood and 
back to the ranning boards. The rear is 
taken up with short ladders. hose, places for 
plipemen,. etc. The steering gear and control- 
ing apparatus are identical to that of the 
motor car. Pneumatic tires are employed, 


and a wheel base approximating 140 inches is 
usually found. The pumping capacity is about 
700 gallons a minute, speed sixty miles an 
hour, hose capacity 1.000 feet. It is a com- 
plete unit in itself, and when eight and nine 
men can ride on it, the value of sucha machine 
becomes apparent. By simply throwing the 
gear from the wheels to the pump and at- 
taching the feed hose to the hydrant, and 
siietching other hose to the nozzle, all is in 
readiness to fight the most stubborn blaze. 

ithe automobile’s usefullness does not end 
here, though, as companies are now manu- 
facturimg chemical engines, ladder trucks, 
chiet’s buggies, fuel-wagons, etc. The chem- 
ical engine is quite similar to the fire engine 
minus the feed hose. It carries two 35 gallon 
acia tanks instead of the 1000 feet of hose, 
and develops from forty to fifty horse power. 

Interesting experiments have been made 
with the auto engine in order to prove its 
efficiency. Last spring In Quincy, IL. a novel 
race took place between a horse drawn 
Stcamer and oge of these autos. The test 
covering a @istance of a mile and a half in- 
cluded not only the trip to the imaginary fire 
but the getting up a stream of water as well. 
Trcugh given a handicap of about a mile, 
the newly invented rival outstripped the vet- 
eran and won by three minutes.

Dry Farming Opens Free Homes for the Millions 


NE of the most interesting features 
of Tue Tripune land show was the 
‘dry farming "’ exhib made by the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. It was not as oo 
some of the great irrigation companies’ ex- 
hibits, nor as pretty as the Michigan and 
Washington apple exhibits, but it attracted 
a great deal of attention, especially among 
the out of town visitors, who were anxious 
to see what had been done to make the 
“dry states tillable. Oats, wheat, corn, 
hay of all sérts, potatoes and other vegeta- 
bles, smal! fruits and berries—in fact, almost 
everything that is raised on any well regu- 
lated land was shown. as having been raised 
upon land in districts where the annua! rain- 
fall does not exceed fifteen inches—about 
one-fourth what Illinois gets. 

Of the 750,000,000 acres of “ unapfropri- 
ated” public lands that the United States 
wants to give away to its people who will 
settle on them and turn them into farms, 
about one-half are in Alaska and the remain- 
der on “the continent.’’ Of the 875,000,000 
acres on “ the continent ” at least 200.000,000 
are so-called desert. or semi-arid lands that 
cannot he irrigated because they are.too far 
removed from any water. The annual rain- 
fall: on this vast territory averages from 
nine to fifteen inches, but even that usually 
comes down “ all in a heap.”’ leaving nothing 
for the remaining nine or ten months of the 
year. 

These 200 000,000 acres, which coniprive an 
area larger than Germany and England 
combined, will still’ be left untouched by 
water when the government and the private 
irrigation companies sha‘! have expended 
hundreds of millions of dollars to reclaim 
them. Divided into farms of 160 acres each, 
they-would furnish farms for 1.250,000 fam- 
ilies,. or 6,250,000 -persons—provided a way is 
found to turn the barren acres into farms. 


Worthless Under Old Conditions. 

‘Under farming conditions that have pre- 
vailed in the United States up to the last tan 
or fifteen years these million farms ere prac- 
tically worthless. A few of them have been 
utilised for stock grazing purposes, but: it 
has required so much land to give food for 
one horse or steer that the owner of Afty 
head required almost an entire county for his 
_seoture.’ 

Fifteen inches of rainfall in one year ig 
ample to raise almost any kind of a crop if 
these fifteen Inches coyld be properly distrib- 
ited throughout the season. Nine inches, if 
the farmer could say just when he might 
have an inch, would be sufficient moisture 
for) most American farm crops. But nine 
or fifteen inches 3 they usually fall in the 
semi-desert Page t keep the wild grasses 
green through the summer nor bring any 
farm crop to maturity.once in several years. 

“Dry. farming" has now come forward 
as the solution of the problem, and the de- 
partment of agriculture, efter a series of 
exhaustive tests, has set its approval upon 
this methed of r those parts of the 
semii-desert which cannot be reached with 
water from irrigation canals or wells. i

Billions Added to Wealth. 


Land that will return $10 gross per year 
should be worth $50 an acre, which would 
mean the addition of $10,000,000,000 to our 
permanent wealth. The figures are ap- 
palling, but quite conservative. Semi-arid 
land that ten years ago could be bought for 
a doliar an acre because it. could not be Irri- 
gated is now producing good fruits and farm 
crops and is valued at $50 and $75 an acre 
and even more. 

The problem of snatching the desert away 
from the sands and winds and making it 
produce food for mankind is one of the old- 
est the human race has had to contend with. 
So far, however, man has been content to 
wrestle with that part of the desert which 
he could reach with water. Now the Amer- 
icans have decided to carry the warfare still 
farther into the enemy's country, and they 
are slowly driving back and narrowing the 
area of land which has resisted efforts to 
cultivate .it. 

Two men deserve. the major share of the 
credit for starting thie work. Luther. Bur- 
bank, in the southwest, took the scant flora 
of the desert and. tried to make it good for 
something. The result was the spineless 
cactus, good for food and drinw for man and 
beast. Up in the northwest Hardy W. Camp- 
bell, a farmer living in Dakota territory, 
about the same time turned his attention to 
making the semi-arid regions of the great 
Plains grow good farm crops. Hediscovered 
that by cultivating the ground a certain way 
at certain times of the year, the scant 
moisture that did fall was preserved under 
the surface until it was required by the grow- 
ing piants. |

Work No Longer Experiment. 

The agrioultural, schools and colleges and 
the department of agriculture. toak. up the 
work, and now “ dry farming,”’ or * scientific 
farming,” a@ its: advocates want it called, is 
spreading rapidly.. Thousands of acres have 
been turned inte good farming land through 
western Nebraska, Wyoming. South Dakota, 
Kansas, Colorado; and nee Here is an 


instance of the effectiveness of the new 
method: : 

The Nebraska Agricultural college has a 
branch experimental farm at North Platte, 
in the “ sdénd hill ** region of the stete, a dis- 
tricot that for years was considered abso- 
lutely worthless for farming purposes. On 
this farm in 1007, by the “dry farming ”’ 
methods, a yield of sixty-two bushels of 
wheat per acre was secured, and in 1908 the 
average yield was sixty-seven bushels. Both 
of these years were generally favorable, but 
the average wheat yield for the same years 
in Minnesota, the great wheat state, was lees 
than twenty-five bushels. 

To further the “dry farming" work the 
department of agriculture has sent its ex- 
perts into all parts of the world seeking 
grains, vegetables, and fruits that thrive in 
dry lands. These-experts are responsible for 
the introduction into the United States of the 
“durum *’ wheat, of which a crop of 50,000,- 
000 bushels was raised last year on “‘ desert ” 
‘and in this country.

The department's experts also discovered, 
in certain portions of China and Manchuria, 
sandy and dry, that. the inhabitants there 
had been practicing a variety of “ dry farm- 
ing” for cénturies. ‘ They hed not made 
great progress, but had been able to subsist 
upon their Jands. Several handy varieties 
of graim-and fruits. were four 'm those sec- 
tions and introduced into America.

But:the agents of the railroad were in- 
structed to assure them that if they wou'd 
plant another crop of melons the railroad 
would see that all shipments were properly 
inspected when they were delivered to the 
commission men. The growers agreed and 
the cash returns on their second season's 
crop were almost double. Through the in- 
dustrial departments aso fruit growers have 
been instructed as to the best methods of 
packing their products for market and they 
are kept constantly informed as to the condl- 
tions in each of the great central shipping 
points. 

In many cases when commission men dtd 
not show a disposition to act fairly in the 
handling of shipments the railroad has itseif 
taken possession of them and sold the frult 
itself to the best advahtage, with no cost 
whatever to the grower. More recently, as 


’ the crops of perishable fruits grew larger and 


it became practically impossible to sell them 
all to advantage, the railroads have found 
capital and men to establish canning and 
preserving factories along their lines which 
easily and profitably absorb the surplus.

In other lines 
the percentage of extra employés may be ai 
high, if not higher, though the total num- 
bers do not bulk so high.

Big Jump in Payroll. 

The big mail order houses become trane- 
formed during the Christmas season. From 
establishments that run along with a force 
that works only days and does not crowd 
the floor space they become places jammed 
to the walls with workers, and the work goes 
op day and.night until the rush is over. One 
mail order house in the city, one of the big- 
gest of its kind in the. world; jumps ite pay 
rol from a normal 7,000 to 10,000 for the 
holidays, and others follow in this propor- 
tien. Office clerks, order pickers. stenogra- 
phers, packers, correspondentsa~—every kind 
“@ztra”’ here. The 
need to have Christmas mal! orders out of 
the house a week before Christmas makes 
the jam more intense fhan in the local stores. 

“ We used to work everybody overtime and 
get stuck,” said the manager of the big house 
mentioned. “ Now we put on an extra force, 
os them on nights, and get our work out on 

me." — 

The department stores ewallow up their 


thousands of the army each year as the holi-, 


days approach. As early as the ist of Novem- 
ber they begin to take in and break in new 
salespeople in order to have them experi- 
enced by the time the rush is at ite height. 
Extra saleswomen and packers are the gréat- 
est needsi The shopping rush always is so 
big that it swamps the stores beyond all 
hope of order in spite of the extras, but with- 
out them the doors would have to be closed. 
Here the extra worker gets his or her fill of 
overtime along with the reguler employé, 
for it is only by stretching the day along 
toward midnight that the businegs can be 
bandied. This is true of the small stores as

But the selling ends of the world of ta- 
dustry are far from being the only places 
where the extra workers go. Every shop 
or factory that produces the goods for which 
Christmaee creates an unusual demand have 
taken in their quota of the army long before 
the stores have felt the need. Few lines 
fail to experience the Christmas rush. They 
au take on extras of every imaginable kind, 
The whole 100,000 may be divided in this 
fashion: 25,000 to mail order houses, 25,000 to 
department stores, 10,000 to smaller stores, 
40,000 among manufacturers. 

“On a conservative estimate 10,000 firms 
in the city put on extra help during the rush 
season,’’ said one of the city’s merchant 
princes. “They use all the way from 1 to 
8,000 extra people. Getting holiday help le one 
of the problems of the industrial year.”’

‘An early and appetizing breakfast—most 
farm breakfasts are appetizing—a hunch in 
the middle of the forenoon; a dinner at noon, 
with a half hour's rést following; a light 
lunch in the middle of the afternoon, and a 
good supper in the evening is a model pro- 
gram for a long working day in the busy 
season of the farm.

eS air surrounding the earth is only a thin belt, 


but we do not most of us know that at ten 
+ niles above the earth it‘would not only be bit- 
terly cold, but the sun would appear quite 
* different. 

The air is stratified in three more or less 
distinct layers. In the lowest we live. It ex- 
tends about two miles and is a region of 
turmoil, whimsica! winds, cyclones, and anti- 
- eyclones. At two miles the freezing point is. 
reached and then there. is a second stratum 
extending upward for about another six 
miles. Here the air grows steadily colder and 
drier, the lowest temperature recorded being 
167 degrees below freezing point. Here the 
+ gir moves in great planetary swirls produced 
by the spinning of the earth on its axis so 
that the wind always blows in the same east- 
erly direction. 

The greater the height the more furious is 
the biast of this relentless gale. After this 
layer comes the third. or isothermal stratum 
. discovered almost simultaneously by M. de 
Bort and Dr. Assmann. This is called the 
permanent inversion stratum, because the 
temperature increases with the height 
reached. But the temperatures so far record- 
* ed in the second’stratum are not high, being 
far below zero F., generally somewhere from 
422 degrees to 140 degrees below it.

A station has many bosses. The postmas- 

Then 
comes the assistant postmaster. ‘The super- 
intendent of delivery claims jurisdiction over 
‘all thet we do. The auditor controls our 
financial business. The superintendent of 
registry is supreme over all registered mail 
matter. The superintendent of money rules 
our money order business. The superintend- 
ent of mails lays down the rules for outgoing 
mail matter. The superintendent of collec- 
itions deputizes us with the supervision of col- 
The superintendent of the street 
car R. P. O. gives us plenty of mail to de- 
liver. Siation examiners and postoffice in- 
spectors drop in and see that we are pursuing 
the strait and narrow path.

Stand in Need of Motto. 


“ ‘Them there is the board member of the 
Carriers’ association, the Clerks’ association, 
and the Clerks’ union, all watching our every 
movement. When all these get after a sta- 
tion, say about the first of the month, when 
each wants a report of what you have done, 
what you have not done, and what you intend 
to do, we have need of our motto. “ Always 
ready.” We must always have reports 
ready. Always be ready with an explanation 
of delays and delinquencies: 

The station work is nearly continuous day 
and night. But we may say it begins active- 
ly at midnight when the night clerk reports 
for duty. This is where the ‘‘ new "’ clerk be- 
gins to learn the “ trade.’’ Heis put on with 


’ the night clerk and begins to learn the station 


scheme. After two or three weeks he is ex- 
pected to throw the mail that has arrived on 
the several dispatches since 6 o’clock p. m. 
to carriers. He must return all mail acoord- 
ing to the return card and perform such other 
duties as may be assigned to the night clerk. 
He works from midnight without any inter- 
val of rest until7 or 8 o’clock in the morning, 
according to the amount of mail received. 
The early set clerks report at 6 o'clock, the 
foreman at: 6:15, ard the carriers at 6:20 
a. m. Then the station is in full blast and 
the work is fast and furious, so that carriers 
may leave promptly at 7. The late set clerks 
report at 8:45 a. m. and the next busy time 
is about 10 o'clock, and at 10:30 the early set is 
off duty for two hours, the late set going off

The early set end their day’s work at 4 
o'clock, while the late set is schéduled to end 
at 6:15, if fortunate enough to clean up at 
that time.

Hit Nail on the Head. 


The union postal clerks hit the nall on the 
head when they declare: 

We believe in an actual eight hour day for 
postoffice clerks. 

We believe in six working-days to the week 
and that when any Sunday work is required 
one other day in the week be allowed asa 
day of rest. 

We believe al) employés should, be paid for 
all postoffice work perfor med: by them: at 
their homes. 

We believe that six hours of night work 
should be equivalent to. eight hours of day 
work. 

These are ideal conditions that the super- 
visory clerks can do much to sectire. We 
should be “always ready” to do‘ our full 
duty by those we can help in this way. 

There are many other ideal conditions that 
we may hope for and strive to bring to pass, 
and then looking back we will wonder that 
we did not wake up sooner. Our congress-

Money Orders Help Deficit. 

Money order business, too, has always been 
a dead lors to the department as now con- 
ducted. Do away ‘with the advices. Issue 
oréers .with a cash register machine, and 
therefore dispense with books of money order 
forms that are so often stolen, “Remit the 
receipts daily as shown by the, machine to 
the depository, and there checked up and for- 
warded to Washington for final audit. This 


machine.to print the name of the office, date, 
, the. postmaster’s name, and print and per- 


forate the amount of the order. The office 
drawn on, the name‘of the remitter, and the 
payee to’ be written in international orders 
the same, éxcept that an advice be sent to the 
exchange office where the conversion into 
the foreign moneys should be made. 

Omit all weekly, monthly, or other money 
order reports, as reports can be compjied at 
the depository or at.

Work of the Bureau. 

The bureau has prevented the tote! arf- 
nihilation of shad, salmon, cod, and lobster 
fishing. It has saved. the enormous fishing 
industry of the great lakes and the rivers. It 
has stocked with game fish practic lly every 
lake and stream in the country. It has trans- 
planted shad from the Potomac river to the 


Pacific coast and in a short time may be. 


forced to reverse this process and restock 
the Potomac with shad from the Pacific wa- | 
ters.. It has saved millions of commercial ~ 
fish from being lost by. the overflow of the 
rivers of the Mississippi basing collecting the 
fish from the ponds left by the receding wa- 


ters and distributing them among rivers and 


lakes that were deficient:in fish. It has safe~ 
guarded the salmon fisheries of Alaska—more 
valuable than the gold. mines ‘or the seal 
fisheries. It has taken a semi-salt water 
fish—the anadromus steelhead trout—from 
the Pacific and made it thrive.in the strictly 
fresh waters of the creat lakes. 

‘The work of the bureau is divided into two 
general sections—marine and fresh water 


fish. -The hatchery at Woods Hole, Mass., on . 


Cape Cod, is the largest and oldest owned 
by the bureau. At this point and at the 
twelve subhatcheries operated in connection 
With it, and at.the hatchery at Gloucester 
and its eight subhatcheries, and at Booth- 
bay harbor, Me., especial attention is given 


to the propagation of lobster, cod, flatfish, 


and tautog.

During the last two months the average time 
of clerks has been nine hours and a half a day. 
For the year the average time has been about 
eight and a half hours a day. 

The city clerk, often assisted by two other 
clerks, must be ‘‘ always ready" with dis- 
patches every hour. The special delivery 
clerk must be “ alwaysready "’ to receive and 
book specfals for delivery by substitute car- 
riers every hour. Distributers muSt be strong 
physically and mentally, wideawake, indus- 
trious, and perfect in their work, or they will 
receive demerits and consequent reduction in 
salary. The classification bill has been an 
incentive for good work, and but few fall by 
the wayside. 4 

The housewife said that “‘ man works from 
sun to sun, but woman's work is never done.”’ 
She knew nothing about station work, for 
that is continuous. Whatever cannot be con- 
veniently done elsewhere is forwarded to the 
stations to do, or the clerks are invited to the 
main office after having performed a full day's 
work, to help out the clerks there, but there 
is no reciprocity in suth matters, Inquiry 
division, registry division, and postoffice in- 
speetor inquiries are of daily occurrence, re- 
quiring exact and particular information. 
The money order division must be consulted 
whenever a British or Canadian order is 
cashed, the delivery division consulted when 
trips are to be dropped, or emergency service 
used, and in a thousand ways we are hedged 
about by the much condemned “ red tape.”

Whole Business of Postoffice. 


We receive all classes of mail, including 
second clase, and transact all business of a 
postoffice and the complete “trade” can 
be learned at the station. We make about 
150 regular reports every month, and about 
800 special réports, many of which could be 
dispensed with: because of duplication. Every 
division will spring its rules on us, and we 
must perforce learn them even to pinning a 
bunch of currency the right way. The money 
order, stamp, and registry business is a 
study by itself. 7 

The station clerk will start as a “ night 
clerk“; after a year or two get on the t 
‘* sewing set,” 6:15 a. m. until 6:15 p. m., witha 
four hour “‘swing'’’ for dinner, then after a 
few years get on the “ early set,’’ and after 
ten or fifteen years move to the “ late set,”’ 
and then finally he may be graduated into a 
“cage clerk” with the whole postal laws 
and regulations ae his guide. By that time 
he will Have memorized many “ schemes ”’ 
of distribution to carriers, have been the 
rounds of directory clerk, publishers’ no- 
tices, timekeeper, filing removals, forwarded 
and returned second, third, and fourth class 
matter, kept records of dispatches, examined 
marked out circulars, returned empty eacks 
and pouches, have had charge of the cancel- 
ing machine, and odd jobs too numerous to 
mention. 

The station I have in mind has been In my 
charge for the last five years. We serve a 
population equal. to that of Grand Rapide, 
Mich,,. about 180,000 people. This station 
has sixty-nine carriers, thirteen of whom are 
collectors. Grand Rapids has about ninety 
carriers. All of our territory ts served three 
times a day except six four trip districts. 
Grand Rapids has some “ five trippers,’’ some 
.“ four.trippers;"’ ‘and the residence ‘‘two 
trips,’” averaging less than three trips for the 
entire territory. Besides which, if you go 
over there you will see that the carriers 
have less mail on thelr severa] trips and 
walk more leisurely than our carriers do.

Through all the centuries birds and insects 

- glone have possessed the ability to counteract 

the power of gravity. It is not dlone the 
wings of a bird that enable it to remain in the 
gir at will. There are birds that soar about 
without moving a wing, that rise and fall 
when traveling in the same direction as the 
wind or in the teeth of a gale. How do they 
do this? 

By means of a nerve vibration according to 
Dr. Owen. Taking an ordinary bee, which 
files at express train speed and carries thirty 
times its own weight, Dr. Owen rolled it ina 
plate of honey and then watched the proceed- 
ings through a microscope, seeking to confirm 
his belief that the wings were agencies for 
propulsion rather than suspension, as com- 
monly supposed. 

The first thing the bee did was to clean its 
legs and wings as carefully as possible. After 
this it settled back in the sticky mass and: be- 
ger to buzz. The sound grew louder and 
douder until a certain pitch, a certain degree 
of vibration had been attained. Was it the 
wings which madethe flight possible? There 
Was scarcely any evidence, Dr. Owen asserts, 
of their being used. Vibration. was the magic 
influence that lifted the insect out of the 
honey and enabied it to make an escape that 
seemed impossible. 

In the course of his experiments, looking 
toward the development of this mysterious 
power, Dr. Owen hit upon a gyroscopic top. 
He knew that vibration makes the sound 
which comes from a bell. Why not combine 
top and bell to provide a maximum vibration? 

The monorail has demonstrated the practica- 
bliiity, through spinning two gyroscopic tops, 
of lifting a car heavily loaded with freight 
and running it upon a single rail. The 
Syroscopic action is one of balancing power, 
mot only permitting the lifting of heavy 
weights but balancing them on one rail. 

In the aerial vessel designed by Dr. Owen it 
is proposed to have the tops within bells not 
* only furnish the harmonic tones or vibrations 

but also, acting as gy roscopes, keep the aerial 
ship or platform from toppling over and ren- 
Ger it as stable in the air as if it. were 
anchored on the earth. The weight that these 
ehips can lift will depend upon the size of the 
bells. Dr. Owen states that twenty-two tons 
of sheet steel have been lifted and heid in the 
air by a comparatively small top and bell.

Some of the 
studios in Chicago and other large American 
cities belong to succeseful women workers. 
There aré women workers in the precious 
metals, women candlestick and bow! makers, 
poiters, and bookbinders. Their work often 


‘commands a higher price than the stuff made 


in the shops, and ihey are making boih a 
finencial and anariistic success. To say that 
a woman is engaged in arts and crafts char- 
acterizes her work im a general way; she 
may be making jewelry or lamps. illuminat- 
ing leather, or binding books. 

AH the art schools give instructions in de- 
signing, bui only the fewest in the actual 
handling of the material. This must be 
learnec through practice in the shops of 
skilled workers. There isa great demand for 
this work, but the mastering of the technique 
is slow and calls for £0 much skill] that the 
field is not overcrowded The ability to make 
a worthy design is a first step in the making 
of jewelry and working in metal. This is 
only a beginning, as the execution must be 
as good as the design. A good crafts worker 
knows that ihe best decoration does not ex- 
cuse a careless handling of tools. Color 
effects play an important part in good work- 
manship. If. the gem itself is of great beauty 
the metal work must bein accord, The en- 
ameling is an added decoration; iis use is to 
bring the different parts together and give 
greater harmony to the metals and stones. 
Though the technique is difficult the worker - 
can start with a few inexpensive tools. She 
must have a Htile lamp and biow pipe, a 
couple of hammers, some files, and a few 
other tools, including a smal) forge anc a 
vise. Many of the most successful workers 
began in this modest way. 

As to the methods used, the design is first 
drawn on paper or in wax; where the object 
is smali.the latter is used An cbject may 
be carved, molded. as repoussé—that is, ham- 
mered up from the back. Candlesticks are 
usually too. large to be made in one piece. 
They are made in three, four, or five pieces, 
and then brazed together.

Canada Calls for Railroad Men; 
Own Supply Unequal:to Demand. 


By PHILIP R. KELLAR. 


O keep recruited the ranks of the great 
army of railroad employés in the Unit- 
ed States is quite a task. This is’ the 
largest standing army in the. world, 
with the one possible exception of that 

of the Russiam government. The railroad 
army of the United States numbers about 
1,000,000 men; the standing army of the czar 
is supposed to.be 1,200,000. | 

With an army of 1,000,000 or. more, the 
annual loss through sickness, accidents, 
change of occupation, retirement, etc., ‘is 
large, and for some years the task of keep- 
ing ‘the ranks recruited has not been the 
easiest the railroads have had to perform. 
Gome years there has been a superabun- 
dance of employés, but in other years there 


has been a lack. With the constant increase 


in the mileage, requiring more men to op- 
erate and care for it, the demand for em- 
ployés has increased. 3 ‘ 

Now comes Canada, with a tremendous 
splurge in railway building, to create anoth- 
. er® market for .the’ labor of: railroad men. 
The railroad development of Canada in the 
thirty-one years that have passed since 
the confederation of the provinces under 
one government, in 1867, has been unequalled 
except in the development of railway build- 
ing in the United States. In 1867 in all of 
Canada there were just 2,278 miles of rail- 
way -track. - : iy 

' , k* & * 
fF Modern Miracles in Construction. 

During the year.1908 the new track con- 
structed equaled almost one-fourth the en- 
tire mileage of 1867; in 1908 the new mileage 
totaled 514 miles. There have. "been con- 
structed during 1909 or are under construc- 
tion or contract nearly twice as many miles 
of track as there were in Canada in 1868, or 
4,327 miles. ; 

Whem more than. 4,000 miles of railway 
are added to a country’s system in one. year 
it means places for thousands of workers, 
and the competent railway men in Canada 
have not developed in numbers large enough 
to supply the want. The. people themselves 
have not realized. how rapidly the work has 
grown. 

Canada’s entire railway mileage now is 
about 23.000 miles, which is one mile to 
every 800 inhabitants, as compared with 
one mile .for each 381 inhabitants in the 
United States, one mile to every 1,821 people 
fin Great Britain, and one mile to every 
1590 in France. Canada has nearly twice as 
many miles of railway as has Australia, 
more than twice as many as Italy, as many 
as Great Britain, nearly twice as many 


as Mexico, almost as many as the Austrian.

Sir John Fisher, who as an admiral has a 
teat mahy demands. upon him from people.

They have been given in bonuses and lands 
$841,000,000, equal to a subsidy of $15,500 per 
mile. Of this amount cash subsidies have 
been paid by the Canadian government, 
provinces, and municipalities of $181/298,412. 
The-roads have been granted 40,000,000 acres 
ef land,

Value Lies in Operation. 

Many miles of railway track, even though 
they represent an investment of @early $60,- 
000 per mile, would be of little consequence 
to the worker if they were not’ operated. 
The following figures will show that the 
Canadian roads are being operated: 

In 1908 the total number of passengers 
carried was 34,044,992, which was double 
the number carried ten years The 
freight traffic amounted‘ te 63,081, tons, 
or three times the amount carried twelve 
years ago. The figures for 1909 are ex- 
pected to be greatly increased. 

The operating expenses of the Canadian 
roads in 1908 and the. operating expenses 
include the amount of money paid to the em- 
ployés in wages and salary, amounted to 
more than $20,000,000 in.excess of the amount 
paid in 1906. The total operating expenses 
in 1908 amounted to $107.804,148. The in- 
crease in this item for 1909 is expected to 
be almost as large in percentage as the in- 
crease between 1906 and 1908, or nearly 20 
per cent. <« ’ 

No other, single industry offers as wide a 
range of “jobs as do the railroads. The 
character of the work required by railroads 
ranges from that of the day laborer to that 
of the highly technical or veteran expert. 
The roads require men for work outdoors 
and.in; on the trains and in the offices; track- 
men, trainmen, switchmen, brakemen, con- 
ductors, firemen, engineers, yardmen, ma- 
chinists, mechanics, clerks, bookkeepers, tele- 
graph operators, real estate experts, etc. 
For most of these positions periods of prep- 
aration are essential, varying according to 
the position sought, but there are many jobs 
in: the giving. of a@ railroad which do not 
require previous expert training, but only 
a willingness to work andsome intelligence. 

At present the United States seems to re- 
quire all of jts raliroad army for its own 
uses, but Canada neads some also, and must 
éither import them or “ raise "’ them.

The other man stepped 
into a telephone booth and, getting the-su- 
perintendent on the phone, said: .“ By 9 
o’clock there probably will be a dozen men 
in your office looking for that job you adver- 
tised this morning. Before you make a de- 
cision it will pay you to see me. I will call 
on you at 10:30—after you have talked with 
all the: others.” And before the surprised 
superintendent could demur the applicant 
with the new approach had hung up his re- 
ceiver...

Thinking he had lost the old selling ability 
acquired on the.road, he soon was back at 
his first trade, on a bookkeeper’s stool. For 
three years he scratched away at uninterest- 
ing figures and might be there yet if one of 
his old road friends had not lirted him out 
of his brooding regret and put enough ginger 
into his wilted ambition to induce him to 
apply for a’sales job with his house. Today 
the once defeated clothier is the second best 
salesman for his house. Three years of high- 
salaried work were lost to this man because 
he did not appreciate his own ability or know 
how to look for a position. 

A man should always look for work in busi- 
nesses with which he is familiar. And then 
there are two factors to be considered to- 
gether—never separately. One is présent 
compensation, the other is future prospects. 
And until a man feels that he has secured 
the best possible combination of the two he 
should not cease searching for the right 
opening. He has nothing but his services to 
sell. He should husband and exploit them 
as carefully as does the employer his wages.

Boyhood Experience Made Useful 

In consequence of all this knowledge of the 
fresh water clam, when my friend a few 
years ago decided to manufacture the shell 
into something élse, his thoughts turned to 
pearl buttons. Setting up his pear! button 
plant, he decided upon producing the niftiest 
thing in the pearl button line—which at that 
time was the globular pearl /utton,: bur- 
nished like a diamond and sewed fast to 
whatever it was fitted on by means of a 
single hole bored through the back of the 
bulbous brilliant. 

At that time these buttons of first water 
were bringing top notch prices for vest fronts 
‘on the men and for waist backs on the wom- 
en. You couldn't get many such buttons 

out of the biggest, thickest shell in the river, 
and the best grade of these ornamental 
fasteners were quoted at wholesale about 6 
cents apiece. There was money in it. 

But all of a sudden the bottom dropped out 
of the demand for the bulbous button. Cloth 
buttons on the fancy waistcoat were ruled 
the proper things at some convention of 
tailora, while as to the backs of the fancy 
shirt waist the hook-and ¢ye with the hump 
reappeared. My friend closed ‘his plant. I 
mét him on the street the other day, how- 
ever, and he was smiling. 

‘“‘ They seem to be coming my way again,” 
he said. “ Within six months I expect some- 
thing doing in the button line again. But,”’ 
his face falling a little, “‘ clam shells in the 
last year have gone up from $10 to $20 a 
ton.”

Coat Shirt the Cause. 


The trouble with the clam in these years 
when the globular bution was out of style 
was largely that the coat shirt broke out 
wide-open, with five to nine thin shell but- 
tons from the waist line up to the collar 
button itself. With the acceptance—or tol- 
eration—of the coat shirt the chief work of 
the laundry began to be the smashing of 
pearl buttons. 

A new shirt, going to the Jaundry-the first 
time with seven shell buttons up the front of 
it, averaged three buttons remaining when 
it was returned.

With the clam muliiplying as he has been 
doing, the button business has been growing 
faster in order to supply th’ needs of the coat 
shirt. At Keokuk, Ia., fecently a big plant 
started up, merely to cut the button,”‘ cores ’’

Coring Machine Merely Adaptation. 

These coring machines are adaptations of 
the core drill, used in mining operations. 
They are hollow tubes of steel. with saw 
teeth around the cutting edge, and the opera- 
tor manipulating the clam shell, the button 
cores are cut through and crowd out into a 
receptacie at the top of the tube.

Gives Hardness to Tool. Steel. 


By IRWIN ELLIS. 


‘speak of tungsten today to the ordi- 
hary citizem who keeps up with the 
times, he’s likely to break in with, * O, 
yes, I know; it’s the stuff they make 
electric light films of.”’ 

Go they do in the high grade electric light 
bulb. But the idea that al) the tungsten of 
the country is entering into these filaments is 
grossly absurd and inaccurate, Probably 
1,800 such filaments can be mage from one 
pound of tungstef, while in 1907 the United 
States alone produced 1,640 tons of the metal, 
worth $890,000. 

The fact is that the greatest one use of 
tungsten is in merging it in sufficient quantity 
into the new tool steel which gives to the steel 
that property of hardi.ess, allowing it to cut 
fron or steel which is turning in a lathe al- 
most as rapidly as the wood once revolved 
im the lathe against the cutting chisel. Cut- 
ting iron or steel with a rapidity which leaves 
the turnings red hot, the cutting tool may be 
almost at a white heat without the point 
blunting under the forec of the revolving 
metal. 

Five times as much work may be done by 
the tungsten high speed tool cutter as is done 
by the cerbon steel point, due to rgpid revolu- 
tions of the lathe. 

In the manufacture of this new tool steel 


about 20 per cent of the tungsten product is 
used,

sten enters into the modern armor plate man- 

ad ufactured for United States men of war. But

ing steel] in any quantity, has no effect what- 
ever in making armor plate more resisting 
to shot. Rather it tends-to make the stee! 
wy, wap rik and vulnenable.

light filaments, where almost twice the light 
is given with the same consumption of cur- 
rent, tungsten salts are most valuable In fire- 
proofing cloth for curtains and draperies. The 
same salts arg used in glassmaking, in dye- 
ing, and in giving weight to silks. 

That great handicap to search for the min- 
eral and to development of a deposit comes 
from the fact that tungste. is one of the geo- 
logically rare metals. While it is widely dis- 
tributed, usually {t is found in smal] ockets, 
While these pockets are near the surface and 
easily mined, all the profits from the mining 
of the first ore body may be spent in prospect- 
ing and still no other deposit be found.

The stories were told so exquis- 
itely that the book was considered a valuable 
contribution to Swedish literature as well 
as to folklore. Her genius was now rec- 
‘ognized and her stories were given as much 
praise as the beloved Bjirnson. ‘ 

Mme. Logerilof is a typical Norsewoman. 
She is of more than average height and has 
a splendid physique. She is a decided blonde 
with fair complexion, light hair, and blue 
eyes. Though she is a hard student she finds 
time for plenty of outdoor life, which is such 
a vital part of life in Sweden.

Fundamental 


Teaching children and girls how to take 
all the fundamental hand stitches and 
how to do everything eseential in hand sew- 
ing on these smal! samplers should prove 
most attractive. They learn the principles 
of sewing, of laying hems, of making the 
different seams, of darning, patching on 
small pieces of cloth, that give them the 
necessary practice in handling and putting 
materials together without the difffeult work 
of handling actual garments. 

By the time they have finished the dif- 
ferent samplers satisfactorily and under- 
stand thoroughly the several uses of each of 
the different stitches, they should be capable 
of handling and making the different pieces 
of Hngerie, including skirts, and from then on 
to the making of dressing sacques, lingerie 
blouses, shirt waists, wash dresses, and on 
through the different stages to actual dresse- 
making. 

The last sewing lesson dealt with the French 
and felled seams, overhanding selvages, and 
sewing on lace, and the marking of the faced 
and the extension hems. These pieces were 
all done in a fine grade of a soft finished long 
cloth. 

es °s . 

Following these there come next the mak- 
ing of “ rolled’’ heme and learning how to 
hemstitch. For thie it will be best to have a 
piece of fine cambric. Make it eight inches 
long and five and one-half inches wide. This 
piece is to have a narrow rolled hem down 
both sides, a narrow, flat hem across the 
top, and a hemetitched hem across the bot- 
tom. The rolled hems on the sides are done 
first, but before starting on these the threads 
for the hemstitched hem must be drawn. 
Measure up from the bottom of the piece 
two inches and draw out several threads 
across the width of the piece. Four or six 
should be enough. 

The rolled hems are then put in down each 
side. Start rolling the edge, where the 
threads are drawn on the left hand side, and 
roll the cloth between the thumb and first 
finger, rolling it just enough to have the raw 
edge concealed. Roll about an inch at a time 
and then hem as yougo. The stitches should 
be as fine, even, and nearly Invisible as pos 
sible. Start at the top of the piece on tif 
opposite side and hem down to where the 
threads are drawn. 

A rolled hem te used om fine cambric and 
muslin ruffles where the narrowest possible 
hem Is desired, and is lovely for baby clothes, 
pillow rumes, and many fine pieces of work. 
After the side hems are finished lay a hem 
across the top one-quarter of an inch wide 
and hem.

The next thing is to do the hematitching. 
Lay the hem across the bottom having the 
first folded edge come to the place where the 
threads are drawn, and baste, carefully in 
position all the way across the piece. In 
hemstitching the threads are drawn into 
small clusters and the number of threads 
taken up with each stitch can be the same 
number as were drawn ar less. 

Hemstitching can be worked from the right 
to the left, or vice versa. Worked from 
right to left, the thread is fastened in the 
hem at the right side, then the neecle is 
slipped im under the desired number of 
threads, then drawn through with the thread. 
The needle ie then put back and the same 
number of threads and, by the way, the same 
threads are taken up, the needle then being 
inserted in the fold of the hem directly above 
where the thread was drawn through, 

If the work is done from left to right the 
thread is fastened in the hem at the left hand 
side, the right number of threads are taken 
up, the needle drawn through and inserted 
in the fold of the hem just above, and the 
thread drawn tight to separate each clust@r 
of threads. 

Hemstitching is decidedly decorative, and 
besides is fascinating work. It is used on 
the bottom of babies’ dresses, on ruffies for 
clothes, or different kinds of fancy work, tor 
pillow cases, sheets, and in innumerable 
ways, and is not at all difficult to learn to do 
evenly and well. 

This really pretty little bampler is further 
embellished by a narrow ruffle sewed to its 
lower edge. This ruffie is made of maergalia, 
pearline lawn, or something equally fine. The 
material is cut one and one-half inches wide 
and should, for anything so finé,-be once and 
three-quarters the length to which it is to 
be attached. 

This ruffie first has the narrowest ib 
rolied hem put in on both sides ana 't aon 
across the bottom. There may be a little dif- 
ficulty at first in learning to do this rolling 
evenly and well. The tendency will de to 
make too thick a roll, and it will not be a bad 
idea to practice a little first on a separate 
piece of cloth. Theedge should be rolled sut- 
ficiently entirely to conceal the raw part, and 
that is all. The knack of doing it right will 
undoubtedly come with a little practice. 

This ruffle is to be whipped on, and this is 
done by rolling the edge slightly between the 
thumb and forefinger and, working from right 
to left, put the needle under the rol] on the 
wrong side, and br it out at the back 
and top of the roll on the right side, the needle 
being put into the cloth in a slanting direction. 
One stitch only is taken at ¢ time, and each 
stitch is taken in the same way, so that the 
stitches look like a gort of overand over. Roll 
about one inch at one time, take stitéhes coy- 
ering this tnch, and then gently pull the 
thread so that the gathers are pulled up. If 
the stitches are not pulled up a few ata time 
in this way it will be found to be about im- 
possible to pull them up over a longer dis- 
tance; and it is an easy matter to adjust the 
fullness correctly eo later on.

The next piece is sure to be a favorite with 
pupils, for it is so pretty. Take a piece of 
fine Victoria lawn or India linen and cut an 
eight Inch square. Hems one inch wide are 
to be laid on the four sides, and an important 
point .or points are to be taught—the correct 
making of mitered and square corners. It is 
surprising in looking at people’s work to find 
how few understand the correct laying of a 
square cornér, and on this piece we will make 
the diagonally opposite corners thé same. 
That is, two will be square ones, and the two 
opposite will be mitered. 

A mitered corner is one in which two edges 
are joined so as to forma right angle. The 
first thing done. with this sampler is to turn 
over the cloth on opposite corners, so that 
there is a fold one and seven-eighths of an 
inch wide. This fold is a true bias, and the 
cloth is cut off on the fold. Turn a fold one- 
eighth of an inch wide on the four edges of 
the piece and then lay a hem one inch wide: 
The corners that had the bias piece cut off 
are folded so as to miter them, and on the 
right side the sampler will have a square cor- 
ner. 

The diagrams .will clearly show how the 
mitered comers are laid, a folded edge being 
brought over the raw edge and hemmed 
down. The square corners have the inside of: 
the folded hem cutout, so that only an eighth 
of an inch seam is under the outside. In this 
way the square corners are not double and 
clumsy, as one so often sees them. ‘Baste the 
hem down around the four sides, then, hold- 
ing the sampler right side towards you, the 
chain and feather stitching are put in. 

o . 

The chain stitching is worked by holding 
the thread on the cloth towards you and tak- 
ing the stitching towards you each time. To 
make the chain, the needle each time is put 
back into the loop or lower end of the stitch 
just taken. The diagram should show this 
clearly. Then there are the single, double 
and triple feather stitching. The work is 
done towards you, in 


three different stitches. 

These stitches are used to finish hems, to 
ornament garments, and for fancy work of 
different kinds, and are used to fasten tucks. 
On this Httle sampler one side has the chain 
stitch, one the single feather stitch, another 
the double feather stitch, and the fourth side 
the triple feather stitch. The hemming down 
of the mitered corners, also the square ones, 
is done with 120 thread and No. 11 needle, 
and the decorative stitches are done with 
crochet cotton, No. 70 or 80, as the case re- 
quires. 

On the third shown this time hemming of 
a still different kind is to be tried. This time 
we take a piece of table linen, preferably a 
worn piece, and the piece should have a dis 
tinct design or pattern on it. We are to learn 
how to set in a matched patch, and also to do 
French hemming, which is used on all table 
linen, a8 a rule,

Cut a square of the table linen, measuring 
seven inches, and turn a narrow hem on al! 
four sides, turning opposite sides first. The 
short needles called “‘ betweens,” are easier 
to hem with than the longer ones. 

Take ninety or 100 cotton and a No. 10 
needle. After the hem is laid fold ft back like 
the diagram, and the hemming is done really 
like an over and over stitch, catching tn just 
the folded edge of the hem and a thread of 
linen where it is also folded back. The 
stitches are taken on a siant the same as 
regular hemming, and must be fine and even. 
After the linen is laundered the threads are 
about invisible. 

This sampler has a patch set in which 
matches in the pattern exactly, and a worn 
part of the piece is invisibly darned; but this 
part of this piece had better not be attempted 
until a little later on, when patching has 
been taught first on something a little easier 
to work on. 

For the last piece shown this time long 
cloth is used; it shows how to set in a gusset 
and put a gathered edge into a band—two 
necessary thinge in the course.of learning 
how to sew. 

Have the plece nine inches wide and seven 
inches long. ‘Turn a hem down each seven 
inch side, one-eighth of an inch wide, and 
hem both of them, And across the bottom 
put a hem one Inch wide. 

Find the middle of the piece at tne top and 
tear down for a distance of threeinches. Put 
in narrow hems, running them off to prec- 
tically nothing at the three inch point. For 
the gusset cut or tear a piece of long cloth so 
it is two inches square. Fold it diagonally 
through the middle, so that the crease is on 
a true dias, and cut it apart on this fold. 
The gusset is made from one of these pieces. 
Turn in the three edges one-eighth of an inch 
each, fold the plece through the middle, end

cut off the corners one-quarter of an inch 
each. Put the point of the gusset at the lower 
part of the opening in the cloth and overhand 
to the hemmed sides, half the gusset length. 
Turn over the edges of the gusset and hem it 
down. The diagram shows the square and 
the cut piece, folded ready to sew in posi- 
tion. 

The next thing to be done is to put the top 
edges each into a band. For these little bands. 
tear off two pleces of cloth, measuring two 
and one-half inches long by two inches wide. 
Gather each of the two top edges by making & 
line of running stitches about one-quarter 
of an inch below the raw edge, and draw the 
thread up so as to gather or full the cloth. 
A single gathering thread is al! that is neces- 
aary for white work of this kind. The thread 
must always be quite a little longer than the 
length to be gathered, and thé stitches are 
taken evenly by using a rapid little ¢haking 
wrist movement, taking a number of stitches 
on the needle at one time. After the gath- 
ering has been done, the laying of the gath- 
ers must be done. 

Pull the stitches up as close together as 
possible and fasten the thread around the 
needle to hold in place. Hold the gathered 
part between the thumb and forefinger of the 
left hand, and with the eye of the needle 
lay each stitch In place. Care has to be taken 
not to tear or weaken material in doing this; 
and where the cloth is too delicate to make 
this stroking wise, the gathers may be laid by 
holding them firmly in one hand and with the 
other pull and press’ them into place. 

Gathering is used to make a piece of ma- 
terial, lace or embroidery fit a smaller space, 
and is used on skirts, flounces, trimmings, 
and really innumerable places. 

Holding the gathered edge of one of the 
sections next to you, pin the band at eath 
end, and the middle of the band to the middle 
of the gathered portion. Baste the band on 
in a seam, then backstitch it on, and turn in 
the opposite edge of the band, then each end, 
and bring the band over and overhand to-

Before sewing it up line the bag 
with strong cambrio, silk, or satin in corre- 
sponding colors to give it added strength as 
well as to prevent the beans from coming 
through.

All botled puddings should be put on in boll- 
ing water, which must not be allowed to’ 
stop simmering, and the pudding must a)- 
ways be cove with the water; if requisite 
the eaucepan should be kept filled up.

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AVE you ever thought of the history of 
the glass of water you draw from a 
faucet? Of the original source of the 
water, of the course it travels to reach 
us, of the engineering 
the cost? 

Because of @ highly efficient water 
supply system it is such an easy matter 
to obtain it that we easily acquire the habit of taking 
its. supply for granted, without thinking, Itke the air 
we breathe. 

It is a simple matter for the individual citizen to 
turn on the water and use as much as he needs 
without limit, but it is quite a different and difficult 
matter for the city engineer, acting for the great body 
of citizens, to provide water for over 2,000,000 people, 
as much of it as they want, every hour of the twenty- 
four, and to distribute it over an area of 196 square 
miles. 

When you turn the faucet to draw water you make 
connection with an immense system of water matns, 
pumping stations, and water tunnels, the total approx- 
imate cost of which is estimated at $50,000,000. Thow- 
Sands of other people, probably hundreds of thou- 
sands, are being supplied at the same time. 


x 
From the Lake to the Cup. 

The travels of the cupful of water drawn at the 
fautet might be shown by an imaginary motion pic- 
ture. The water enters one of the intake oribs placed 
deep in the lake at distances from two to four miles 
from shore. The care of the cribs requires a creW of 
from five to twenty men, including the keeper, help- 
ers, and deep sea divers. They.keep the port holes, 
fish screens, shaft gates, wells, and shafts in constant 
running order, and fight off foreign matter and the 
continually forming ice during the winter months. 
The city tug service keeps them in touch with the 
world on shore. 

The water passes through the port holes of the crtb 
into a big well and down through a cylinder or shaft, 
varying. from six to fourteen feet in diameter, to 
the water tunnel below the bed of the lake, in some 
instances fifty feet, and others 160 feet, below water 
level. The tunnels, varying from six feet to fourteen 
feet inside diameter, carrying the water to wells under 
the pumping stations at various locations on shore. 
Powerful pumping engines, those in the larger stations 
having a capacity of 40,000,000 gallons ‘, twenty- 
four hours, pump, the water up through the shaft 
from the large well below and force it through the 
distributing mains to the various sections of the city 
and it finally arrives at your faucet. 

Each station has its chief engineer, machinists “and 
helpers, and huudreds of men are laboring on the 
water pipe mains, operating them and repairing and 
extending them. There are about 2,300 miles of water 
mains. Placed in line, they would nearly reach from 
Chicago te San Francisco. According to available sta- 
tistics, it is probably the most extensive system of 
water pipes and mains in the world. 

x 
W ater Supply Aiways Most Important. 

Water is indispensable. It is of more primary im- 
portance to life than food. It is necessary to public 
health and cleanliness. A community might do with- 
out light, fire protection, transportation, or any other 
public service, if recessary, but an adequate water 
supply is absolutely necessary to human as well as 
municipal existence. Springs, wells, lakes, and rivers 
have always been from the times of the ancients the 
principal sources of water supply. Obtaining water 
from wells. was probably the earliest method. 

Before the’ beginning of the Christian era the 
Chinese dug wells’1,500 feet deep, employing prac- 
tically the same methods now in vogue. The Romans 
found that the polluted waters of the Tiber caused 
disease and @eath high above the normal rate, and, in 
their solution of the question, became the greatest 
builders in the world of water tunnels and aquedut¢ts. 
Their aqueducts are unsurpassed even today as feats 
of construction and engineering. They brought pure 
water from mountain rivers fifty to ane hundred miles 
away. One aqueduct, built In the first century, still 
brings water to Rome from the original seurce 
(Marcia). They built the Pont du Gard, near Nimes, 
France, one of the notable aqueducts of the world.

every twenty-four hours, to bring water from the 
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Catskill mountains. ‘The Les Angeles aqueduct, bring- 
ing water from the mountains 200 miles away, is a 
work that is commanding World wide attention. 


Considering the @iffiewlt problems encountered by- 


other cities that must bring water from great dis- 
tances at' enormous expense, Chicagoans have cause 
to rejoice and be giad. Situated upon the shores of 
a large body of fresh water, furnishing an inexhaust- 
ible supply at its doors, Chicago stands alone among 
the largest cities of the world in the superiority of its

31, 1908, at $49,446,780, 
and the area of distribution at 196 square miles. ft ts 
interesting to note that the appraised value of the 
properties on that date was $44,563,709, showing that 
the water works property is on a svbstantial basis. 

There are ten pumping stations, with thirty-four 
pumping engines and eighty boilers, thirty-seven miles 
of tumnels and five Imtake cribs. In the system of 
water maing there are 2.189 miles of water pipe, 18,782 
vaives, 22,692 fire hy@rants, and 372,835 taps. The total 
expenditures for operating the system in 1908 were 
approximately $2,700,600. The total pumping capacity 
of all the plants amomnts to 650,600,000 gallons every 
twenty-four hours and the average daily pumpage 
467,772,000 gallons. Based upen an assumed popula- 
tion of 2,300,000, this supply averages 204 gallons 
every twenty-four hours per capita. 

Municipal ownership and the history of Chicago's 
water supply system began in 1851, when the city 
took over the rights and franchise of the Chicago 
Hydraulic company, a private corporation that up to 
that time had furnished most @f the water supply. |

area and populatfon has given the. water supply de- 
partment many difficult engineering @m4 fmancia) prob- 
lems.

Chief Aduser to Ning Chulalongkorn « - 


HE adviser of the king of Siam was in 
Chicago to visit his parents a few weeks 
ago. He staid a week. He refused to 
let friends or relatives notify the news- 
papers of his presence in the city. He 
visited the scenes of his boyhood. Then 
he went away, back to the far east, a 
world away from’ the west side, where 
he is helping the king of Siam “to hustle the east.” 
And only after he was gone beyond the reach of re- 
porters and picture makers did his friends permit the 
story to be Known: That a west side schoolboy has 
become general adviser to his Siamese majesty, with afl 
the powers of a minister plenipotentiary and more. 
From Mifwaukee averfue and Desplaines street to the 
sacred inner precincts of the royal palace at Bangkdk, 
from a stenogeapher’s desk to the right. hand of an 
oriental potentate, such is the startling, almost incredi- 
ble story of Mr., or, rather, Prof. Westengard,: L.L. 
D., B. A. and adviser of royalty. The plaint that ro- 
mance is dead vanishes into thin air before the story 
of this «nan's achievement. The world seems to grow 
stnall. From the west side, Chicago, to the royal pal- 
ace, Bangkok, Siam, seems only a step. The common 
everyday life of Chicago finds sométhing in common 
with the mysterious, misunderstood life of the far east; 
for Westengard, product of the west side, is over there 
helping to tell the Siamese how to run their country. 
“For there is neither east nor west, 
Borer nor breed nor birth, 
When two strong men stand face to face, 
Though they come from the ends of the earth.”

How Santa Claus Comes 
in the Foreign District. 


Perhaps no other class of foreigners cling 
80 closely to their own customs and tradi- 
tions as the Italians, and most beautiful 
customs they possess for Christmas—customs 
that have their origin 8 the imagery, 
Warmth, and poetry of the land of Dante 
and Raphael, fostered through centuries by 
the church. 

Over in “ Little Italy,” that part of town 
about Halsted and Twelfth streets, just out- 
side of the Ghetto, there are some haif a 
dozen big Catholic churches, in all of Which 
the Christian observance is the same. 

‘On Dec. 17 every rea) Italian will see that 
the “ nacimiento ’’ which is intended to rep- 
- resent the nativity of the Saviour {fs pre- 
pared, atid whether it be compeSed of marble 
or plaster paris images, or simply-sacred pic- 
tures, depends upon the financial position of 
the family. There is always a statue or pic- 
_ ture of St. Joseph, one of the Virgin Mavy, 
and one of the Christ child in the manger, 
with perhaps the magi and the shepherds 
added. Suspended from fine wire overhead 
a@re little angels of plaster or colored paper. 
ae 


Candles Placed About Shrine. 

Animals of papier maché or plaster—a 
@Gonkey or a cow-—stick inquiring noses 
through a background of straw, and often- 
times there is a bark covering to the shrine 
or a roof of evergreen, and on this tufts of 
cottom batting to represent snow, and about 
the shrine or manger are placed the blessed 
eandies of the household. No Italian will 
ever own to any superstition about this 
“nacimiento ”; instead _he will tell you that 
it is intended to represent the birth of Christ 
and is calculated to inspire in the-mind of the 
worshiper holier thoughts. 

Following the erection of the “‘ nacimien- 
to” comes the “ hovena,” or nine days’ devo- 
tion, when each family does homage to the 
sacred “‘ Bambino ” before the “* nagimiento,” 
and in return for this devotion expects-to be 
rewarded with a happy Christmas and a 
prosperous New Year. During the time of 
the ‘‘ novena ™ there are professional Italian 
musicians who make money by going from’ 
one house to another with flute, fife, or vio- 
lin, and playing from ten to fifteen minutebd 
before the shrine, receiving for this from 
15 to 2 cents. While the musicians play 

~. the candles are lighted and the family join 
in singing Christmas hymns; then follows 
prayers and the candies are extinguished un- 
til the next day’s worship. . 

The day before Christmas is strictly a fast 
@ay, no meat being eaten. At midnight all 
good Italians go to mass. After this midnight 
mass comes the real social Christmas, for 
fast is broken by a supper of eels, vermi- 
celli, and perriwinkles, and each greets the 
other with the beautiful phrase, ‘*‘ Mille di 
questi Glorni buono Natale” (a thousand 
wishes for a good or happy Christmas). On 
Christmas day there is an epidemic of gen- 
éral visiting, families going from one house 
to another. feasting and drinking, one of the 
principal dishes being a specially prepared 

-* dish called a plum pudding cake, a sweet, 
pudding, which is a cross between a rich cake 
and a richer plum pudding.

Americans Follow Local Customs. 

There are today in Chicago some 400 or 500 
Armenians, who if they were at home in 
Palestine would celebrate their Christmas 
twelve days later than Dec. 4, in accord- 
a@nce with the Greek calendar. However, 
they yield to local custom and usually join 
in the high Episcopal church service or in 
in the small Armenian circle service. 

They do not believe in the exchange of 
~ gifts, and so give none. On meeting each 
~ ther at Christmas one will say, * ‘ine gra- 

cidus spirit and baptism of Christ.’ and the 
other will amswer, ‘* Blessed be his birth and 
baptism.’’

Customs of North Carolina. 

Even in Chicago the Russjan colony will 
not celebrate Christmas in their own homes. 
They may allow their children to go to the 
settlement Christmas parties and receive 
gifts, but they wait until Jan. 6, 7, 8 to do their 
Christmas celebrating in their own homes. 
** One day to get ready in, one for fun, and one 
to get over,”’ as a*Russian priest recently said 
in speaking of the celebration. There is the 
religious mass on Christmas even, Jan. 6, and 
afterwards a big supper and exchange of 
presents, and on Jan. 7 a big feast and gen- 
eral merrymaking, kept up until Jan.8. The 
Russians have no Santa Claus or other fairy 
for the little folk, but they all have Christmas 
trees in their homes, but never one in the 
church, as that would be sacrilegious 

There are mahy English folk in Chicago, 
and they are quite as tenacious to home cus- 
toms as other foreigners, and it’s rarely one 
sees on the table of an Englishman, to whom 
Great Britain ig the best place on earth, a 
turkey on Christmas day. Instead he has a 
goose, with perhaps a small pig, baked with 
a lemon in its mouth, asa side dish. All Eng- 
lish heusewives bake pork pies for Christmas, 
ang they are really a bit too rich for the 
American stomach, 

The mince pies the English woman makes 
are different from ours, inasmuch as they are 
mostiy of meat and are baked in small tarts 
or individual pies. Tl.en there are Banbury 
pies and frumenty, which is made of whole 
wheat with raisins and currants in it, and 
crumpets and always the plum pudding with 
its brandy sauce. The English use more mis- 
tletoe than we in decorating and always a 
bit of English holly. Before bedtime there 
is the game of Snap dragon played by the 
whole family, the taking out of burning alco- 
hol with the fingers raisins and currants.

Russians Prolong Celebration | 

Down around Sedgwick street, North Mar- 
ket street, Division street, and Chicago ave- 
nue there is a veritable Swedish and Norwe- 
gian colony, and at Christmas time one may 
see on many a. back porch, Window sill, or 
housetop a small sheaf of wheat, with the 
sparrows in the vicinity picking at it.

If you. go to the restaurants in any of the 
loop stores keep your money in your lap 
where a reassuring hand may find it at any 
moment,

The above is the advice to woman shoppers, 
compiled by @ woman shopper who her 
purse “taken” in one of the pints btbees 
stores last week. 

While searching for her purse she dis- 
covered that one woman pickpocket has 
had the shopping district terrorized by her 
clever depravity for the last year and her 
gains, as estimated by the house detectives 
in the loop, must be something enormous. In 
one day six cases, all showing her peculiar 
methods, had been reported and a summing 


up showed the losses to be about $200 In ac-. 


tual cash, besides several valuable rings put 
in the purses for safe keeping while the own- 
ers were buying things.

This woman goes to one of the big stores 
and drifts around from counter to counter 
watching to “‘spot’’ a prosperous looking 
member of her own sex who is carrying a 
shopping bag, preferably one which has but 
a single handle. It is easy to keep her under 
surveillance and when the time comes that 
the victim goes to the restroom Mme. Thief 
i®@ present. If purse or parcel is laid down 
for a moment the clever pickpocket gets it 
with a skill and celerity born of long practice. 
Sometimes the victim does not know of her 
loss until she reaches her home and looks 
over her purchases. 

Women detectives have been assigned to 
this case and in one instance Mme. Thief 
was caughtinthe act. Butshe most cleverly 
extricated herself by showing indignantly it 
was a mistake in shopping bags, her own 
being’ found on the floor almost touching the 
one she was opening when her hand was 
grasped by the female sleuth.

The term “sole leather’ is used 
here in its idiomatic sense of footwear 
and there is included only the male popula- 


‘ tion, estimated at 1,200,000, ranging from 


@usty Rhodes, through the hoi polboi, and up 
to the.denizens of the Lake Shore drive. 
Grand“boulevard, and Michigan, and Prairie 
aevenues—or for that matter, Washington and 
Jackson boulevards on the west side. 

Economically considered, too, the assertion 
is made that in saving this approximate 
$4,800,000 through street paving and cement 
sidewalks, this modern paving is allowing 
the piling up of uncounted tons of good calf- 
skin, cowskin, steerskin, and buliskin, to say 
nothing at all of the ‘‘ near leather” that 
nowadays is made of anything that will 
stand ‘the pulping process and hold and be 
held by stockyards glue. 

And how is the saving effécted:? Through 
the elimination of the old“ tap boot.” 

As late as 1870 the top boot in Chicago had 
mot gone out of fashion for the reason that 
fashions had little to do with the top boot. 
In the *60s the top boot was a necessity for 
the average Chicago citizen.

Riding Boot Only Survivor. 

Practically the only boot left to Chicago is 
the riding boot, which isn’t a boot at all in 
the old sense of wading muddy streets. One 
of these pairs of boots, ready made, wil! cost 
about $15; hand made and fitted to measure, 
they may cost $25, to say nothing of the extras 
which the rider may desire for ornament. 

lain, however, the riding boot is made with 
stiff top, eased at the ankle to bend and 
move and lend freedom to the foot. It stops 
just short of the knee though a knee tongue 
may be drawn up over the knee cap. 

But to that Chicagoan who might ask for 
an.old time top boot of the material and 
finish that nowadays is put into the same 
quality of shoe, he must expect to pay an 
average of $2 more for the boot than for 
the shoe. In the old days of the top boot 
there were three kinds of them, eliminating 
the boot for riding use. These were the knee 
boot, the tie boot, and the hip boot. Thefirst 
of these stopped short of the knee; the tie 
boot reached three or. four inches above the 
knee; while the thigh boot reached at least 
to the bottom edge of the breeches’ pockets. 

In this group of top boots today prices for 
hand made boots to measure would average 
between $18 and $20; the range in price from 
shoes of the same make and finish would be 
$14 to $15 a pair. For the boot of the early 
Chicagoan made of up to date materials and 
finish by factory methods, the price would be 
about $8, as compared to the $6 shoe. Andit 
may be said that the lower a low shoes is cut, 
the more {t may cost, due to the more care- 
ful workmanship and fitting of the factory 
product. The low cut shoe must slip on easi- 
ly, while it must stay on all the more firmly. 
Which requires skill in the making, 


a 
Problem for the Maker. 

Making a top boot, however; has its pecul- 
lar cifficulties to the man who turns the boot 
out, hand sewn and weited. It is conceded 
in the trade that a top boot is harder to make 
satisfactory to its purchaser than is the ordi- 
nary shoe. If the foot of the boot is fitted to 
perfection, the difficulty of making a trim 


ankle connection with the top of the boot is 


there. The ankle must wrinkle after a time, 
and in doing so it must setti« evenly, at 
the same time giving adequate ease of move- 
ment to the foot. 

In the days of the old Chicago top. boot only 
the wooden peg kept the layers of sole leather 
together, uniting them with the old “ up- 
pers,” In the driving of the pegs home the 
visitor in the shop heard the tap of the ham- 
mer driving the aw! through—the * tip’’ of 
the hammer starting the peg—then the crack 
of the hammer driving the peg home. Often 
however, the peg was too long and went uD 
against the tender sole of the human foot 
which had taken everything for granted in 
the purchase. The first result was likely to 
be a yell. Thereafter the deluded man with 
the injured foot sought out anything from a 
Screw driver to the stove poker with which 
to obliterate those ugly, potnted w ooden pegs 

This old peg boot and peg shoe led finally 
to the old “ store counter ”’ rasp, set upright 


on an fron frame, and which adjusted itself 


as the salesman moved the

district, naturally. Over there the natural 
soil was a red clay, rather firm unless it was 
churned up by wagons or feet when wet. 
There had been a rain that day and the hose 
wagons and engines had torn the clay up and 
the trampling crowd around the fire deepened 
it until, with my trousers reefed high in the 
tops of my boots, I was a mass of soft clay to 
my knees before I got away. 

“T was a citizen spéctattr then and wore 
the accepted top boot of the times. In those 
days every small boy, getting top boots, in- 
sisted? on the colored tops in front, and in 
wearing his boots he kept his trousers in the 
tops, at least as long as the color remained 
brilliant enough. As to the men only the vol- 
unteer fireman or the farmer who wanted a 
‘Sunday ’ pair to wear into town cared for 
the colored tops. 


Boots Priced in Currency. 

“In those days just after the civil war the 
Chicago man could get a good pair of calf 
boots for $10, paper currency. This. papcr 
was quoted about 70 as compared to .gold, 
which, as compared with the present.stand- 
ard money under like conditions, made his 
boots cost him about $7. But if they were 
kept covered with tallow and the soies looked 
after they were almost indestructible. 

“The men who wanted a better class of 
boot ordinarily had individual lasts made, 
and it was quite the proper thing for them to 
send these lasts to the bootmaker asking that 
he make the boot of special] material, sending 
boots with lasts inclosed home to them.’’ 

But while Chicago's present paved streets 
and cement sidewalks have done away with

the tep boot in favor of the shoe of jess than 
a third of the leather material and $2 under 
what the boot would cost, this same paving 
material wears briskly into the soles of the 
Chicago shoe. A $4 shoe is likely to have a 
heel that has one deceptive leather finishing 
cap of real leather, the body of the heel ts of 
a leather pulp mixture which; when the cap 
is gone, soaks in water and leaves the wearer 
of the shoe in imminent danger of sitting 
down suddenly on the wettest of slippery 
sidewalks. Ordinarily thé Chicago heel needs 
building up much sooner than does the sole

It is an 
enormous house, where seventy-five children 
live in comfort and happiness, but the ma-

Work of One Day. 


Many who cannot come to the home to live, 
however, avail themselves of the services of 
Dr. Ryerson and Dr. Ridlon in the clinics on 
Tuesday, Thursday, and Friday afternoons.

N the passing of Pat Sheeay in New York 
a few days ago the sporting world iosta 

man than whom none was squarer. 
For thirty years he was a gambler—a 
good part of the time in Chicago—but the 
last decade of his eventful career was spent 
in the peaceful pursuit of buying and selling 

paintings. 

Strange to say he was as successful in the 
worla of art as he was in running a gambling 
house. He scoured Burope‘for old master- 
pieces, which he sold at a big profit to Ameri- 
Can millionaires. As an art critic it was said 
of him that he knew the value of paintings 
better than most men engaged in the busi- 
ness, 

But it was as a gambler and sporting man 
that Sheedy’s fame will last. Early in life he 
became a devotee of the green table and he 
followed the “‘ profession *’ with varying suc- 
cess. He has been worth $50,000 one day and 
* broke ” the next. 

But to be broke financially did not mean 
that Pat Sheedy was ‘“‘ down and out.”” He 
could borrow more money on his word, it is 
gaid by no less an authority than “ Billy” 
Fitnkerton, than most men could on their 
bond. 

There is some doubt as to Sheedy’s birth- 
place. Some say he was born in Ireland and 
oters declare he was a native of Hartford, 
Conn, 

If he were born in the Emera! isle he came 
to America at an early age, for he was ap- 
prenticed to the harness and saddiery trade 
in Hartford when he wasaladofi4. Patrick 
Sullivan of Chicago Heights was his foreman 
and he says he never had a more adept work- 
man at the bench than Sheedy, who was 
Christened Patrick Francis. 


oe 
Long Resident of Chicago. 

Sheedy began his gamb.ing ca:<er in New 
York about 1870. He soon drifted west and 
was one of the first to open a gambling house 
in Leadville. fter the fire of ‘71 he came to 
Chicago and was associated with Charley 
Bush of New Orleans and Tom Hines, who 
owned the building at 119 Dearborn street. 
This city was his home for nearly twenty 
years. 

“ There never lived a squarer man than Pat 
Sheedy,” said William A. Pinkerton, head of 
the detective agency that bears his name. 
“I knew him from the first day he came to 
Chicago and I valued his friendship. He wqgs 
of a type of gambler and sporting man that is 
fast disappearing in this country. His deith 
makes two within a short time. The other 
was Al Smith, who passed away a few months 


ago. 

* Sheedy’s word was as good as most men's 
bond. I would have trusted him for $100 000 
without taking the scratch of a pen. This is 
not a post mortem expression, for | have said 
the same thing when he was alive. 

4“ Although I had known Sheedy for years, I 
learned to know him intimately through 
negotiaticns for the return of the famous 
Gainsborough portrait of the ‘ Duchess of 
Devonshire,” which was stolen from the 
Agnew galleries in London in 1876. The pic- 
ture was bought by the Agnews at an auction 
sale for something like $50,000. When it dis- 
‘appeared from their galleries, having been 
‘eut from the frame, the theft caused a sensa- 
tion in all the art centers of Europe.

Gang Headed by Worth. 

““ Bome yeafe afterwards it became known 
to Scotiand Yard men and also to the Pinker- 
ton agency that one Adam Worth was at the 
head of a gang of thieves that stole the 
as . Worth was an American who went 

don a few months before the robbery. 
. “About the year 1899, as near as I can re- 
member, 1 met Pat Sheedy in New York. he 
Bad been away from Chicago for several 
years and had mace a name all over Lurope 
as a gambler for big stakes. He opened 
sumptuous establishments at Cairo and Alex- 
andria, Egypt and the play at these gambling 
houses was on a par with the famous Monte 
&arlo. f ae 
- ‘As I was saying. I met Sheedy in New 
Work and we got to talking about the stolen 
Gainsborough. Sheedy hed the confidence of 
Adam Worth and ‘many other noted crim- 
inals because he treated them absolutely on 
the square. He never consorted with men of 
this class but they,sought his gambling 
establishments and learned to trust him with 
& secret. 

>“ I said to Sheedy: * Pat, it'e a d——4 shame 
that Adam Worth won't turn up the Gains- 
borough picture. It's of no use to him. be- 
cause he never can dispose of it in this coun- 
try or Europe. Do you think you could ine 
@uce him to come across with the picture for 
a consideration—sdy $15,000? There positive- 
ly will be no prosecution.’ 

“Sheedy replied that he thought he could 
do business with Worth, who at that time was 
in Europe. He was known over there as 
Harry Raymond. 

“It was several months before I got word 


from Sheedy, who went to Belgium to see 

Worth about the picture. Worth had reasons 
for not liking me, as I had assisted in putting 
him away, and hé thought it was some kind 
of a‘ job. Sheedy assured him that we both 
were on the square and I received a letter 
from Pat advising me of the negouations 
which he had started 

’ Several ‘months passed without hearing 
from Worth and I had began to think the deal 
was off. One morning in the winter of 1900, 
I believe, I received a telegram just after 
I reached my office. It had been sent from 
the Northwestern railroad depot, and in- 
‘structed me to get a let.er which had been 
left at my home after my departure. There 
was no signature, 

“I telephoned the house and /asked my 
daughter if a letter had been delivered there 
forme. She said * yes,’ that an old man had 
brought one just after I heft-it was sent 
down to the office, and on épfening it 1 found 
it was from Adam Worth. Hetnsetructed me 
to put an advertisement in a newspaper for 
two days, which Idid It was a‘ blind ad,’ 
and only Worth and myself knew its mean- 
ing. , 

“On the third day I received a visit from 
Adam Worth. He was gray and bent from 
years in prison. 
I told him the Agnews were willing to give 
$15.000 for the return of the picture. ‘* You 
shall have it,’-he said. but I told him I wouid 
first have to cable London. 

“TI sent a cablegram to the solcitor of the 
Agnews and got an answer saying: ‘Come 
to London. Will pay $500 expenses.’ 

“ The solicitor, I should explain, was skep- 
tical of the matter, and thought Worth was 
trying to get $15,000 for a bogus Gains- 
borough. 


~ 
Negotiations Dropped for Year. 


“I cabled back that 1 would not go and 
that was the last I heard of Worth and the 
picture for nearly a year. 

“I happened to be in London some time 
later and on a visit to Scotland yard I was 
asked why the picture had not been restored. 
The chief inspector knew of the negotiations 
between Sheedy, Worth, and myself. I ex- 
plained how the deal had fallen through. On 
my return to Chicago I received a letter from 
the solicitor of the Agnews a*king me to re- 
open negotiations with Worth. 

“1 located him and he came to Chicago 
with the picture, Sheedy was in New York 
and 1 wired him to come:on as\I wanted him 
present when the money was turned over to 
Worth. He came and the deal was trans- 
acted. The picture was restored to the Ag- 
news and the following year J. Fierpont Mor- 
gan purchased it for $250,000. 

“I don't know what part of the $15,000, if 
eny, Sheedy got, but I presume he got some- 
thing for his trouble. He certainly was enti- 
tled to a good commission. 

* When Sheedy left Chicago he was broke 
and owed $14,000 in amounts from $5 up to 
$00. A few years later when he got on his 
feet I received a letter from him with a check 
inclosed for $17,000. It wec cent from Alex- 
andria, Egypt, where he was running a big 
geimbling house. 

** With the letter was a litt of names about 
a foot long with the amovnt-of money he 
oved each He instructed me to pay every 
debt he owed with conipound interest. I did 
s> although many of those from whom he 
had borrowed money had forgotten 4]! 
akovt it. : 

“That's the kind of a man Pat Sheedy 
was.”

Sheedy Stands by Friend. 


One of the interesting incidents in Sheedy’s 
life in Chicago was his effort to procure the 
acquittal of Jere Dunn, who In the early ‘80s 
kilied Jimmy Elliott. Dunn was a gambler. 
Elliott a prize fighter. There had been bad 
blood between them for some time and on .he 
day of the murder they met in “ Appetite 
Billi * Langdon’s resort, known as the Tivoli, 
at 114 Dearborn street, across from Sheedy's 
gambling house. 

After a challenge and scuffle Elliott at- 
tempted to strike Dunn with an urlifted 
chair. Dunn shot and killed him. 

The best. legal talent in the city was en- 
gaged by Sheedy for the defense of Dunn. 
The story goes that he lost $20,000 at faro 
trying to win the amount of the attornoy's 
fee. Condon & Delllept a eambling house at 
125 Clark street In those day*, end it is said 
that Sheedy’ loss gave ther « «tert in ths 
business. Sheer stuck be Dunn aac the lar. 
ter was acquitted oa the ground of self- 
defense. 

Early in John L. Sullivan's career as a 
pugilist he was under the management of 
Sheedy, who took him to England. Sullivan 
was on one of his “ tantrums” in Chicago 
soon after Sheedy became his manager, and 
he started in to clean out the gambling house 
of which Pat was keeper, Sheedy snatched

a revolver from a buffet drawer and the “ vig 
fellow’ was made to quit—the first time in 
his life that he * laid down.”’ 

Eddie Guerin, the Chicago thief who ¢s- 
caped from Devil's isle a few years ago, pro- 
cured his freedom through money that Pat 
Sheedy carried to’ France. According to ¢he 
records of the penal colony where Guerin was 
serving a life sentence for robbery he is 
‘dead.’ That was the report made to the 
prefect of the Paris police after his eacape. 


~~ 
“Honest’’ Pat the Envoy. 


Sheedy was selected to take §10,000—the 
price of Guerin’s liberty—toa certain Parisian 
whose influence reached to Devil's isie. The 
money was raised in America among Guerin’s 
friends, and to make sure that it would reach 
the right person “ Honest " Pat Sheedy was 
intrusted with the mission. 

Guerin escaped from the island in a row- 
boat which had been placed at a spot that 
he reached after being liberated from his cell 
Five months later he arrived in Chicago. The 
French authorities heard of his escape 
through the newspaper accounts of the mat- 
ter and a movement was started to extradite 
him. Guerin was tipped off by a well known 
Chicagoan, and he sailed for England while 
the French government was preparing the 
papers for his extradition 

On his arrival in Liverpool he wes arrested, 
news of his departure from New York having 
been cabled to Paris. His father being a 
British subject, never having taken out cit- 
izenship papers in the United States, Guerin 
claimed England as his protector. 

The case was fought in the courts nearly 
two years, during which time Guerin was in 
Old Bailey prison England refused to give 
him up to France, and he now is living in 
London, keeping a cigar store Hecan never 
leave the country without grave danger of 
arrest and return to Devil's isle,
